'  frirft  from  LEEDS  in  Yorkfaire,  to  LONDON,  and  from  thence 
to  AVIGNON,  in  FRANCE, 

L  '       — 

tN  the  month  of  April,  so  called,  1788,  at  which 
*  time  I  lived  in  Leeds,  Yorkshire,  the  HOLY  SPI- 
RIT told  me,  I  must  go  to  London,  without  mention- 
ing the  reason,  or  saying  any  thing  more  to  me.  I  ac- 
cordingly set  off,  and  as  I  thought,  to  find  out  a  sect  of 
people  that  belong  to  the  Nevujerusalem  Church,  to  which 
Salmon  and  Mather  belonged,  who  came  to  Leeds  as 
Preachers,  who  cried  it  up  for  some  great  aud  wonder- 
ful//gib*,  such  as  never  appeared  before,  and  of  which 
Baron  Swedenburg  was  the  forerunner,  as  John  the 
Baptist  vtts  of  CHRIST. 

It  was  in  the  month  of  July,  1788,  before  I  could 
effe6l  this  Journey,  having  a  large  family,  and  nothing 
to  support  them  with,  but  what  I  laboured  for.  It  was 
with  great  d.fficulty  that  I  could  procure  money  to 
bear  my  expences  to  London,  but  having  an  opportunity 
of  working  over  hours  m  summer,  I  saved  a  little 
every  week.  I  carried  with  me  a  few  tools,  in  order 
to  work  as  soon  as  possible  when  I  arrived  in  London, 
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which  I    did   in  a  few  days  with  a" person   named  Job 
Hoare,  Tottenham- Court- Road,  that    I   had  formerly 
known,  until  the  remainder  of  my  tools  came. 

As  soon  as  I  perceived  it  to  be  the  LORD's  will 
that  I  should  not  stop  many  weeks  after  my  tools  came, 
I  left  my  said  master,  and  went  to  work  with  another, 
named  Nam,  in  Tottenham-Court-Road,  at  which 
place  a  young  man  named  Bicknell  came  also  to  work, 
who  one  day  as  we  were  conversing  together  about  re- 
ligion, asked  me  if  I  had  ever  heard  of  the  new  reli* 
gious  seel,  who  called  themselves  the  new  Jerusalem 
Church.  I  told  him  I  had  heard  of  it,  and  asked  him 
where  it  was;  he  said  it  was  in  Great  Eastcheap.  The  Sun- 
Jay  following,  so  called,  I  went  to  the  place,  where  I  saw 
nothing  but  old  forms  of  worship  established  by  man's 
will,  and  not  according  to  the  will  of  GOD,  although 
called  by  that  blessed  name  of  New  Jerusalem,  in  which 
these  old  forms  have  neither  part  nor  lot.  I  saw  no  one 
there,  except  the  preacher,  whom  I  knew;  he  had  been 
a  preacher  among  John  Weflefs  people. 

During  the  time  of fcroice;  the  HOLY  SPIRIT  bid 
me  speak  to  a  man  who  was  sitting  at  some  little  dis- 
tance from  me  ;  I  staid  until  the  servive  was  over,  ancf 
then  I  spoke  to  him,  when  I  found  him  to  be  a  con. 
verted  Jew,  whose  name  was  Samuel.  He  at  first  con- 
tended very  warmly  for  this  New  Jerusalem  Church, 
so  caller!,  but  I  told  him  by  the  HOLY  SPIRIT,  that 
when  the  new  Jerusalem  Church  was  established,  it 
would  be  established  by  the  Spirit  and  power  of  EUas,. 
and  that  all  the  ministers  thereof  would  be  sent  forth 
with  the  mighty  power  of  GOD,  in  signs  and  wonders, 
and  miraculous  works,  as  were  the  Apostles  in,  the  day 
of  Pentecost. 

After  we  had  a  little  more  conversation  about   his 
•wn  people  returning  to  their  own  land,  which  I    told 

him 
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him  I  believed  would  soon  come  to  pass;  he  said,  1 
Will  tell  you  of  a  mm  that  is  just  like  yourself,  whose 
name  is  William  Bryan;  he  lives  at  No.  51,  Upper 
Mary-le-Bone-S-trcet. 

I  went  on  a  week  day  and  found  him  at  home,  so 
very  busy  at  his  work,  that  he  could  not  leave  it ; 
but  said,  I  might  come  at  any  time  when  I  found  my, 
mind  free.  My  answer  was,  that  is  it.  By  these  words 
we  each  of  us  knew,  that  the  other  was  acquainted  with 
what  it  is  to  be  spiritually  bound,  and  spiritually  free. 

The  Apostle  Paul  experienced  the  same  thing  when 
he  said,  <f  I  am  bound  in  the  Spirit  to  Jerusalem,  not 
((  knowing  what  shall  befall  me  there." 

The  next  Sunday,  so  called,  I  felt  my  mind  free  to  go 
again,  but  when  I  came  within  about  one  hundred  yards 
of  the  house,  I  was  direQed  by  the  HOLY  SPIRIT 
to  stand  still,  and  it  would  not  surfer  me  to  go  any  fur- 
ther for  the  space  of  half  an  hour,  and  then  it  told  me 
to  go  on.  When  I  came  there,  I  knocked  at  the  door, 
and  Brother  Bryan  opened  it.  I  immediately  asked  him 
what  had  been  the  matter,  and  told  him  how  I  had 
been  prevented  from  coming  sooner.  He  then  inform- 
ed me  that  a  circumstance  had  happened  in  his  family, 
which  would  have  prevented  my  seeing  him,  if  the 
LOR.D  had  not  retarded  my  coming,  that  the  affair 
was  but  just  settled,  and  if  I  had  come  sooner  my  pre- 
sence would  have  been  very  disagreeable. 

We  had  a  very  satisfactory  meeting  together,  for  our 
experience  operated  with  each  other,  as  face  answers 
face  in  a  glass. 

Amon0st  other  things  he  told  me  of  the  societv  of 
Avignon.  This  was  towards  the  latter  end  of  October, 
so  called,  in  the  same  year  1788. 

During  our  acquaintance  in  London,  some  of  the 
New  Jerusalem  people  before  mentioned,  asked  Brother 
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jfe^w  and  his  wife,  and  a  person  that  lived  in  his  housg 
whose  name  was  Noble,  to  go  and  drink  tea  with  them. 
Mrs.  Bryan  and  Mr.  AW^  told  my  Brother  Bryan  that 
he  ought  to  have  had  me  with  him,  he  then  said,  if  he 
had  need  of  me,  the  HOLY  SPIRIT  would  inform  me 
thereof,  and  I  should  accordingly  come,  and  so  it  really 
happened,  for  as  I  was  sitting  at  heme,  the  HOLY 
SPIRIT  said  unto  me,  Thou  must  go  to  Bryan  s,  so  I 
went  directly,  when  I  came  there,  they  were  coming 
out  of  the  door.  I  immediately  asked  Brother  Bryan 
what  he  wanted  with  me,  Mrs.  Bryan  and  Mr.  Noble 
began  to  smile,  then  my  Brother  Bryan  related  to  me 
the  circumstance  before  mentioned.  On  the  15th  day 
of  January,  so  called,  1789,  as  I  was  at  work  in  the 
shop,  the  power  of  the  HOLY  SPIRIT  came  upon  me 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  deprive  me  of  my  usual  natural 
strength  and  prevent  me  going  on  with  my  work.  As 
I  stood  still  the  SPIRIT  said  to  me,  Thou  must  go  to 
Avignon,  but  go  immediately  to  Bryan,  this  was  rather 
an  unseasonable  hour  to  leave  work,  but  well  knowing 
the  voice,  I  hesitated  not,  but  went. 

When  I  came  there,  I  asked  him,  if  he  knew  any 
thing  about  going  to  Avignon,  he  said  yes,  and  that  he 
must  go  soon,  for  the  power  of  the  Spirit  had  been  so 
great  upon  him,  that  he  had  been  obliged  to  lie  down 
upon  the  floor.  I  then  went  away,  and  came  again  the 
next  day,  when  he  told  me  that  he  believed  he  must  go 
that  night,  I  to!d  him  1  thought  he  would  not  go  with- 
out me,  he  replied  he  should,  I  took  no  further  notice 
of  it,  and  went  away  knowing  that  the  LORD  had 
joined  us  together  in  the  journey. 

Before  this,  my  wife  and  children  were  come  to  Lon* 
don,  and  at  this  time  she  was  nursing  brother  Bryan's 
wife,  who  was  lying  in  ;  we  then  acquainted  them  with 
our  intended  journey,  and  immediately  prepared  to  set 

off. 
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Although  being  commanded  to  go  this  journey,  I 
had  no  money  to  go  with,  having  a  wife  and  four 
clvldren,  and  had  no  other  subsistence  than  what  I 
daily  laboured  for.  Brother  Brvan  having  no  money 
by  him,  went  to  several  places  where  he  had  money 
owing,  but  all  in  vain,  being  unable  to  proem  e  any. 
He  then  went  to  a  friend's  house  where  having  sat 
sometime,  his friend  said  to  him,  William,  <<  1  have 
«  had  it  in  my  mind  to  ask  if  thou  was  not  in  want  of 
*<-  money  some  times,  Bryan  answered,  that  was  the 
reason  he  came  there  then,  and  said,  if  he  would  lend 
him  some,  he  would  do  him  a  kindness;  his  friend 
then  lent  him  four  guineas,  one  of  which  he  gave  to  his 
wife,  and  when  he  came  away,  he  said  to  his  friend,  I 
have  often  carried  a  burthen  for  thee,  but  now  thou 
must  carry  ore  for  me. 

A  young  man  with  whom  I  was  in  intimate  friend- 
ship bought  me  several  things  for  my  Journey,  and 
also  gave  me  a  guinea,  which  I  gave  to  my  wife.  He 
also  encouraged  us  to  go  our  Journey,  and  behaved 
very  kindly  to  my  wife  after  I  was  gone,  for  which  the 
LOK  D  will  not  forget  him. 

My  companion  Bryan  came  that  night  and  asked  if  I 
was  ready  and  said  he  was  commanded  to  go  that  night, 
and  if  the  wind  was  fair,  he  should  go  over  direelly  to 
Calais,  and  not  wait  for  me,  which  was  a  circumstance 
that  I  did  not  exoeel,  for  the  LOH  D  had  hid  it  from 
me,  and  I  was  gone  out,  neither  did  I  see  him  when  I 
came  home. 

Having  provided  things  necessary  for  my  journey  as 
well  as  I  was  able,  I  went  home,  where  I  found  my 
wife  ready  to  take  her  leave  of  me,  and  also  to  pre- 
vent my  going  to  my  companion  Bryan  s  house,  for 
his  wife  was  so  very  angry  and  offended  with  me,  that 
she  could  not  bear  the  sight  rf  me*    I  then  took  leave 

of 
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of  my  wife,  who  encouraged  me  to  go,  and  gave  me 
hair' a  guinea  that  my  companion  left  for  my  journey 
to  Dover.  I  immediately  went  to  bed  but  slept  verv 
liitle,  I  arose  at  three  o'clock  in  the  morning,  my 
wrife's  son,  being  at  home,  got  up  also  and  prepared 
my" breakfast,  he  eat  some  with  me,  and  we  gave  the 
poor  watchman  some,  for  it  was  a  very  cold  morning. 
As  I  was  sitting  at  breakfast,  the  HOLY  SPIRIT 
said,  thou  must  go  and  see  Betty  Bryan,  for  she  has 
forgot  all  she  had  against  thee,  and  wants  very  much 
to  see  thee. 

I   then  turned    to   my  children,  who  were  all  fast 
asleep,    and  kissed  them,    and  interceeded  with   the 
great  and  merciful  GOD  relating  to  him  their  situation, 
in  which  for  his  sake  they  were  going  to  be  left  without 
any  outward  dependence,  and  at  that  time  some   of 
them  were  lying  on  a  bed  of  shavings  that  I  used  to 
bring  from  i  v  shop,  at  the  same  Time  imploring  him 
that  he  would  be   pleased  to  bless  them,  and  if  one 
Friend  failed,  another  might  be  raised  up,  as  I  did  not 
know  whether  lever  should  see  them  anymore;  for 
altho  our  first  Journey  was  to  Avignon,  We  did  not 
know  it  would  end  there.     I  took  leave  of  my  wife's 
son  who  was  very  good  to  her  as  far  as  his  power  lay. 
I  then  went  to  see  my  companion's  wife,   who  was 
awake  listening  to   hear  me  knock    at  the  door,  she 
sent  my  wife  down  to  let  me  in,  saying,    that  it  was 
me  that  knocked,  but  my  wife   could  hardly  believe 
her,  when  I  got  up  stairs  as  soon  as  my  companion's 
wife  saw  me,  she  burst  into  a  flood  of  tears,  saying, 
she  was  glad  I  was  come;  she  then  ordered  my  wife 
to  give  me  a  glass  of  something  to  keep  the  cold  out 
of  my  stomach,  saluted  me  in  the   fear  and  love  of 
GOD,  in  which  she  desired  to  be  remembered  to  her 
husband,  so  we   parted  and    I  went  to  the  coach  at 
Charing-Cross,  which  was  in  a  very  little  time  ready. 

When 
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When  we  had  got  about  twenty  miles  from  Londoti 
it  began  to  rain,  and  it  continued  both  to  rain  and  srioW 
all  the  way  to  Dover,  so  that  I  was  wet  through  by  the 
time  1  had  got  half  way.  In  this  situation  such  reason- 
ings as  these  attacked  me,  if  the  LORD  had  sent  me, 
he  would  certainly  have  caused  it  to  be  fair  weather, 
and  besides  I  did  not  know  but  what  my  companion  was 
gone  forward  without  me,  and  I  shoald  have  no  money 
to  go  over  to  France  with,  therefore  I  had  better  go 
back  :  as  I  knew  I  had  been  very  subject  to  catch  cold, 
and  as  I  had  then  upon  me  a  very  bad  cough,  I  thought 
this  would  be  productive  of  very  bad  consequences. 

But  the  Testimony  of  God's  power  in  my  heart  being 
far  greater  than  all  these,  I  continued  my  Journey, 
keeping  all  those  things  to  myself. 

When  I  arrived  at  Dover  about  eight  o'clock  that 
evening,  I  found  brother  Bryan  there  ready  to  receive 
me,  having  been  stopped  by  a  contrary  wind,  wetheri 
eat  our  supper  and  went  to  bed.  The  next  morning  the 
wind  being  fair,  my  companion  spoke  to  a  French  cap- 
tain, who  said  he  would  take  us  for  five  shillings  each* 
I  wanted  my  companion  to  go  to  the  harbour  for  fear 
the  captain  would  not  come  and  let  us  know,  but  he* 
said  he  would  certainly  come,  but  he  did  not,  and 
when  we  went  down  the  French  ship  had  sailed,  arid 
the  English  captain  would  not  take  Us  under  half- a 
guinea  each,  we  went  on'  board  and  landed  at  Calais 
after  a  very  quick  passage  of  two  hours  and  a  half. 
The  officers  took  some  small  notice  of  our  bundles/ 
and  then  we  went  to  the  Inn  where  we  got  some  bread 
and  cheese,  a  bottle  of  wine,  and  our  money  changed. 
We  enquired  the  names  of  bread,  wine,  and  sleeping^ 
in  the  language  of  the  country,  and  which  way  we  were 
to  go,  and  then  immediately  set  off  on  our  journey. 

I  must  here  make  mention  of  the  kind  and  tender 
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mercy  of  the  LORD  my  GOD  in  not  only  preserving 
me  from  catching  cold,  but  also  in  totally  taking  away 
my  cough,  so  that  I  felt  it  no  more  until  after  I  had 
returned  to  ENGLAND  above  ayear,  although  I  had 
been  every  winter  afflicted  in  the  night  with  it,  inso- 
much that  they  that  knew  me  wondered  how  I  used  to 
stand  my  work.  But  thanks  to  his  HOLY  NAME  he 
prepared  my  back  to  bear  its  burthen,  for  even  at  the 
worst  of  times,  I  have  felt  myself  as  fresh  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  as  able  to  do  my  work,  as  if  I  had  had  my  pro- 
per night's  rest. 

We  travelled  all  that  day  as  far  as  Boulogne,  where 
we  slept.  When  we  went  into  the  public- house,  the 
people  perceiving  us  to  be  foreigners,  asked  of  what 
nation,  they  were  made  to  understand  that  we  were 
Englifh,  so  they  desired  an  Englishman,  that  was  danc- 
ing up  stairs,  to  come  down  and  speak  to  us,  when  he 
came,  he  said  in  a  very  angry  tone,  What  do  you  want? 
We  told  him  we  wanted  only  something  to  eat  and  drink, 
and  a  bed,  he  said  no  more  but  left  us.  The  people  of 
the  house  behaved  with  a  great  deal  of  kindness  to  us, 
as  did  all  the  natives  of  the  country  in  general,  which 
was  contrary  to  what  we  expected. 

After  we  had  walked  a  day  or  two  my  feet  began  to 
fail  me  and  blister,  but  there  was  no  stopping,  for  my 
mind  was  bound  in  the  SPIRIT  to  travel  on,  and  al- 
though I  have  had  a  very  weak  body,  and  walked  three 
or  four  days  together  with  blisters  on  my  feet  as  large 
as  half-a-crown,  yet  Ijwas  not  inclined  to  stopping,  only 
at  nights. 

We  carried  our  burthen  by  turns  when  we  were  both 
in  good  Health,  but  when  otherwise,  he  that  was  most 
able,  carried  all,  so  the  burthen  generally  fell  on  my 
companion,  as  I  was  very  often  found  to  be  the  weakest 
man  and  he  mest  chearfuiiy  complied. 

When 
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When  we  came  within  about  two  days  journey  of  Pa- 
ris, and  having  just  passed  a  city,  it  being  night,  we 
called  at  a  public  house  to  see  if  we  could  have  a  bed, 
but  they  told  us  we  could  not.  We  came  away,  and 
stood  on  the  road,  not  knowing  whether  to  go  backinto 
the  city  or  not,  when  an  elderly  man,  that  looked  like 
a  traveller,  and  spoke  broken  Dutch,  ftiade  us  under- 
stand there  wss  a  public  house  a  little  farther  on,  at 
which  he  intended  to  stop,  and  that  we  might  go  with 
him,  which  we  did. 

He  behaved  very  kindly  to  us  indeed,  and  went  with 
us  within  about  twelve  or  fourteen  miles  of  Paris, 
when  we  lost  him  in  a  very  extraordinary  manner;  for 
it  appeared  to  us9  as  if  he  went  into  a  quarry.  We 
waited  a  long  time  for  him,  but  neither  seeing  or  hear- 
ing any  thing  of  him,  we  judged  by  that  he  was  gone 
some  bye  way,  and  would  meet  us  again,  but  he 
did  not. 

As  we  were  sitting  by  a  spring  of  water,  where  we 
had  been  drinking,  there  came  by  a  cart  that  was  going 
to  Paris,  the  driver  of  which  we  asked  if  he  would  carry 
us;  he  said  he  would,  stating  what  he  would  have  for  it., 
which  was  as  we  understood,  more  than  we  had  by  us. 
My  companion  then  shewed  him  all  we  had,  except  a 
few  sous,  which  was  a  piece  of  foreign  silver,  which  was 
given  him  for  a  keep  sake,  for  which  he  took  us,  and 
my  companion  parted  with  it,  though  the  last,  very 
freely. 

When  we  were  arrived  at  the  house  where  we  were 
to  go  to  in  Paris,  we  found  that  a  letter  had  reached 
there  before  us,  stating  what  bad  men  we  must  be,  and 
me  in  particular,  desiring  also  my  companion's  ac- 
quaintance, to  whose  house  we  went,  to  send  me  back. 
He  met  us  as  soon  as  we  went  into  the  yard,  and  told 
us  what  a  letter  he  had  received,  by  which  I  perceived 
B  2  he 
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he  bad  conceived  some  smalldegree  of  prejudice  against 
me;  however,  he  ordered  his  servant  to  make  a  fire  in 
a  separate  room,  to  prepare  water  and  every  thing  ne- 
cessary for  washing  and  cleaning  ourselves,  then  took 
our  linen  and  stockings  that  were  dirty  to  wash  and 
mend.  As  soon  as  we  had  cleaned  ourselves,  we  were 
desired  to  go  down  to  supper,  but  I  told  my  companion 
Bryan  that  I  must  not  go  down  to  supper,  the  Spirit  not 
permitting,  because  the  man  did  not  receive  me  with 
kindness,  with  which  my  companion  was  satisfied.  So 
he  went  down  to  supper,  but  the  same  Holy  influence 
-which  would  not  permit  me  to  go  down,  would  not  per- 
mit him  to  eat,  until  he  had  brought  up  my  supper  first, 
which  he  faithfully  communicated  to  the  man,  and 
then  brought  up  my  supper,  but  this  was  unexpected  by 
me,  for  the  Lord  had  concealed  it  from  me. 

The  next  day  the  man  was  fully  satisfied  of  our  jour- 
ney, and  behaved  with  the  greatest  civility  and  kindness 
tp  us  froth*  so  did  all  the  family.  We  stayed  there  three 
days,  and  then  informed  him  we  must  pass  forward  on 
our  journey.  He  then  asked  us  if  we  had  any  money  ; 
my  companion  told  him  we  had  only  a  few  sous,  I  do 
not  know  the  number  exactly,  it  was  very  few.  He 
then  asked  us  how  we  meant  to  go,  having  no  money; 
we  told  him  that  was  no  concern,  for  He  that  sent  us, 
would  provide  for  us.  He  then  gave  my  companion 
five  Louis  cT  Ors,  and  provided  a  knapsack  to  carry  our 
linen  and  stockings  in.  He  also  asked  us  what  we 
should  dp  for  an  interpreter.  My  companion  Bryan 
told  him,  if  we  had  need  of  one,  there  would  be  one 
there.  He  then  said,  that  it  would  be  best  for  us  to  go 
\>y  water  in  the  boat  to  Auzerre,  and  then  ordered  some 
victuals  and  wine  to  be  put  into  a  basket,  and  also  went 
with  us  a  little  way  in  the  boat.  We  took  cmr  leave 
gf  htis  family,  and  went  on  board.    When    we  had  got 
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up  the  river  a  little  way,  the  boat  stopped  to  take  ia 
some  passengers,  amongst  whom  was  one  that  had 
hpen  an  officer  in  the  French  army,  and  taken  prisoner 
by  the  English,  so  that  he  could  speak  a  little  English, 
to  whose  care  our  Baa's  friend  recommended  us,  but  he 
had  not  long  been  on  board  before  we  were  well  satis- 
lied  that  he  was  a  loose  trifling  man. 

When  we  were  come  within  about  a  day  and  a  half's 
walk  of  Auzerre,  many  of  the  passengers  left  the  boat, 
and  walked  over  land,  of  which  we  were  acquainted, 
and  I  was  made  sensible  by  the  HOLY  SPIRIT,  that 
we  had  better  stop  in  the  boat,  and  if  the  person  to 
whose  care  we  had  been  recommended  would  go  out,  to 
take  no  notice.  I  mentioned  this  to  my  companion 
B/yan,  who  was  of  the  same  mind ;  but  through  the 
hurry  and  bustle  of  the  people  getting  out  of  the  boat, 
and  I  not  sitting  still,  I  lost  sight  of  my  Inward  guide, 
and  got  out  of  Uiq  boat  with  the  other  people,  and 
went  with  our  external  guide  to  an  inn  with  several 
others,  where  we  had  some  supper,  it  being  late  at 
night  we  went  to  bed.  The  next  day  we  travelled  on 
foot  within  a  few  miles  of  Auzerfa,  where  we  slept  all 
j  night,  and  our  guide,  with  several  others,  ordered  a 
I  grand  supper,  far  superior  to  pur  situation.  Here  the 
LORD  made  me  smart  for  my  folly  in  not- following  my 
\internal  Guide,  which  He  in  his  infinite  mercy  and  love 
1  gave  to  me,  not  only  as  a  Guide,  but  as  a  supporter  and 
comforter  through  all  all  my  troubles,  and  who,  also 
when  I  did  amiss,  became  my  reprover. 

This  grand  supper,  which  was  swreet  to  others,  provr 
ed  bitter  to  me.  The  next  morning  we  set  off  for 
Auzerre,  and  arrived  there  early  in  the  day  :  when  we 
had  dined,  our  Guide  wanted  to  stop  there  all  day  and 
night,  but  I  told  my  companion  Bryan  that  we  must  not 
stay  with  him,  for  we   must  go  on  and  not  be  stopped 
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on  our  journey,  unto  which  he  agreed  ;■  so  we  being 
determined  to  go  on,  our  Guide  went  with  us,  but 
much  against  his  will  :  he  went  with  us  as  far  as  Ar- 
il ay  le  due. 

After  we  had  walked  four  or  five  leagues  from  this 
place,  nothing  would  serve  him  but  a  Po.  t-chaise  to 
travel  in.  W hen  we  were  come  within  about  a  league 
of  the  place,  I  was  bound  in  the  SPIRIT  of  the  LORD 
to  leave  him,  and  the  direction  given  to  me  not 

to  say  any  thing  about  it,  but  when  I  arrived  at  the 
place,  not  to  stop  at  the  Inn,  but  to  go  strait  forwards 
by  which  my  companion  Bryan  would  see  that  it  was 
the  will  of  GOD,  and  would  settle  with  him  and  go 
with  me,  although  it  was  almost  dark,  which  all  came 
to  pass. 

As  soon  as  we  had  left  him  we  were  like  men  that 
had  been  heavily  laden,  and  had  now  lost  our  burden _ 
We  walked  about  three  leagues  that  night,  although  in 
the  dark,  with  very  great  comfort  and  satisfaction  of 
mind,  and  we  were  always  best  when  were  alone, 
both  infpiniual  and  temporal  things. 

The  next  day  we  came  to  a  place  where  we  dined, 
about  six  leagues  from  Chailons,  and  as  either  one  or 
both  of  us  wanted  shoe*,  we  got  them  there.  Whilst 
we  were  sitting  at  dinner,  I  was  inwardly  loosed  from 
the  very  strong  binding  that  I  always  had,  of  going  for. 
ward,  and  it  was  said  to  me  by  the  spirit  that  we  might 
stop  there  all  night,  at  the  same  time  assigning  no  rea- 
son for  it.  I  mentioned  this  to  my  companion,  who 
was  willing  to  stay;  but  on  enquiring  when  the  boats 
went  from  Chailons  to  Lyons,  I  found  that  no  one  could 
give  us  a  positive  account.  A  reasoner  then  started 
up,  and  said,  you  had  better  make  sure;  to  which  I 
gave  way,  and  so  we  went  to  Chailons  that  night.  We 
bad  not  gone  above  a  mile  before  it  began  to  rain,  and 
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snow  very  heavily,  the  wind  beating  very  strong  in  our 
faces;  so  it  continued  until  we  got  into  the  town. 

The  great  and  ever  blessed  GOD  in  his  infinite  mer- 
cy to  my  soul,  m  order  to  make  me  take  better  care, 
caused  me  to  severely  smart  for  this  inattention,  by 
taking  away  the  support  of  his  HOLY  SPIRiT,  which 
he  abundantly  bestowed  upon  us  both,  leaving  me  alone 
to  my  self  \  to  feel  and  bear  the  fatigues  of  a  weary  body, 
and  at  the  same  time  reproaching  me  with  my  folly, 
and  not  suffering  me  to  feel  any  degree  of  gratitude  or 
repentance,  but  the  dreadful  effe6ts  of  a  hard  hearf. 
Neither  was  my  companion  suffered  to  speak  any  thing 
of  comfort  to  me,  whilst  he  enjoyed  all  the  blessings  I 
I  have  before  mentioned. 

When  we  got  into  the  town  it  was  with  difficulty  we 
could  procure  a  lodging,  and  when  we  bad,  the  people 
would  hardly  let  us  have  any  fire  to  warm  ourselves 
and  dry  our  cioaths,  although  we  scarcely  had  a  dry 
thread  upon  us. 

It  was  some  time  in  the  night  before  I  felt  any  thing 
of  the  LORD's  kindness,  when  I  very  sensibly  felt  the 
HOLY  SPIRIT  removing  the  hardness  from  my  heart, 
and  restoring  to  my  soul  all  its  former  blessings,  for 
which  I  was  very  thankful,  and  my  soul  humbled  in  the 
dust. 

We  got  up  in  the  morning  and  went  to  the  water- 
side, where  we  found  the  boat  did  not  go  until  the  next 
day,  which  was  the  first  after  the  hard  frost,  by  which 
the  river  had  been  frozen  up.  We  went  down  to  the 
water-side  again  the  next  morning,  where  we  unexpect- 
edly, met  our.  external  Guide,  who  told  us  he  was  in 
distress,  and  had  been  obliged  to  pawn  some  of  his 
things.  He  asked  my  companion  Bryan  if  he  would 
]end  him  a  Louis  d'  Or,  which  is  about  twenty  shillings 
English'  money ;  my  companion  consulted  me,  as  we 
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were  one,  the  LORD  having  united  us  together,  solve 
let  him  have  it  as  it  was  a  time  of  need,  he  promised  ; 
to  give  it  us  again  when  we  got  to  Lyons;  then  we  went 
together  in  the  boat  to  Lyons.  I  do  not  recollect  that 
any  thing  in  particular  happened  to  us  during  our 
passage. 

When  we  arrived  at  Lyons,  our  Guide  took  us  to  ari 
Inn,  where  he  said  he  should  get  some  money  for  us; 
but  after  waiting  two  days  we  were  none  the  better,  s& 
then  we  pursued  our  journey. 

One  morning,  when  we  got  about  halfway  to  Avig- 
non, as  we  were  walking  along,  it  being  the  14th  day 
of  February  so  called,  I  had  a  particular  knowledge 
given  me  of  the  very  near  approach  of  the  death  of 
one  of  my  children,  whose  name  was  John,  which  caus- 
ed me  to  burst  out  into  a  flood  of  tears,  neither  could  I 
help  it,  for  it  appeared  to  me  as  if  it  could  not  be- 
avoided.  We  soon  after  stopped  to  get  some  break- 
fast; I  tried  to  eat  but  could  not,  neither  could  I  con" 
ceal  my  weeping,  although  I  tried  very  much  whilst  wfc 
were  in  the  house.  After  we  had  left  the  house  about 
half  an  hour,  the  HOLY  SPIRIT  favoured  me  with  a 
further  degiee  of  knowledge  that  he  was  not  yet  dead. 
I  then  said  to  the  LORD,  if  his  life  can  be  spared  ac. 
cording  to  thy  divine  will,  I  should  be  glad,  if  not,  thy 
will  be  done,  so  I  gave  him  freely  up,  and  then  my 
mind  began  to  be  calm  and  serene.  1  soon  after  had 
for  answer  his  life  should  be  spared.  My  companion 
was  not  eager  in  asking  what  was  the  matter,  for  he  be- 
ing acquainted  with  the  diftates  of  the  HOLY  SPIRIT 
knew  when  the  proper  time  and  seasons  were,  when: 
to  speak  and  when  to  hold  his  tongue.  Besides  he  had 
known  me  break  out  into  floods  of  tears  before  then  y 
•Rce  when  I  thought  my  wife  and  children  were  likely 
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to  be  in  want.  But  thanks  be  to  Him  who  knoweth  all 
things*  and  who  hath  all  men's  hearts  in  his  own  hands^ 
and  who  answered  my  prayer,  for  he  did  not  suffer 
them  to  want,  for  as  one  friend  failed,  another  was 
raised  up,  whose  names  I  would  here  insert  if  I  thought 
they  would  not  be  offended. 

Soon  after  this  we  overtook  a  Waggon  that  was  going 
to  Avignon,  in  which  there  was  a  Swiss  soldier,  when 
he  saw  us,  he  invited  us  to  ride,  giving  us  to  under- 
stand that  we  might  ride  for  a  trifle,  so  we  consented, 
and  rode  within  a  few  leagues  of  Avignon,  where  we 
slept  that  night. 

Next  morning  we  sat  off  before  the  waggon,  and  the 
soldier  told  us,  that  he  would  go  a  cross-country-road 
with  us,  which  was  a  great  deal  nearer,  and  that  we 
should  meet  the  waggon  again  before  we  got  into  tha 
city.  But  however,  by  some  means  he  missed  his  way 
and  the  waggon  got  into  the  city  before  us,  but  he  went 
with  us  until  we  came  within  sight  of  the  city,  although 
it  was  a  great  deal  out  of  his  way :  he  behaved  with  a 
great  deal  of  civility,  so  then  we  parted,  and  my  com- 
panion Bryan  put  his  hand  into  his  pocket,  and  offered 
him  what  money  came  first  to  his  hand,  which  the  man 
objected  taking,  intimating,  that  what  he  had  done 
was  merely  out  of  pure  friendship,  but  we  insisted  upon 
his  accepting  it,  and  then  we  parted. 

We  then  went  down  a  hill  which  took  us  te  the  river 
that  went  to  Avignon,  where  we  washed  some  of  our 
linen,  and  sat  down  under  the  bushes  until  it  was  dry, 
when  it  was,  we  put  it  on,  and  went  into  the  city.  As 
soon  as  we  had  got  a  little  way  within  the  gates  we  saw 
the  wagonner  with  whom  we  came,  and  he  went  with  us 
to  the  bouse  where  we  paid  him  for  carrying  us  :  we  now 
found  we  had  the  same  sum  of  money  remaining  as 
when  we  got  to  Paris, 
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We  were  received   at  the  door  by  one  of  the  bre* 
thren,   and  a  person  who  could  speak  English;  he  had 
arrived  there  a  day  or  two  before  from  another  part  of 
the  world.     They  then  took  us  up  into  a  room  where 
we  washed  and  shaved  ourselves,  after  that  we   were 
taken  across  the  street  to  another  house,  and   shewn 
into  a  large  room  where   there  was   a  table   spread 
nearly  the  wh.de  length,  when  we  got  in,  one  of  the 
brethren  told  the  man  that  could  speak  English  to  tell 
us,  that  that  table  was  provided  by  the  LORD,  and 
when   we   wanted  any  thing  to  eat  or  drink  we  mud 
come  there,  where  we  should  find  a  servant  ready  to 
wait  upon   us,     They   also  provided  every  thing   of 
wearing  apparel,  and  every  thing  else  we  stood  in  need 
of,    and  some  money   to   give  to  any   poor   person 
we  thought  proper,  saying  they  had  orders  from  the 
LORD  so  to  do.     A  few  days  after  I  sent  a  letter  to 
my  wife,  and  therein  mentioned  the  circumstance  re- 
lative to  my  child  John,  as  before  mentioned,  desiring 
to  know  what  had  been  the  matter  with  him,  she  sent 
me  word  that  John  was  the  best  in  health  of  all  the 
children.     When  I  shewed  the  letter  that  my  wife  hid 
sent,  to  my  companion  Bryan,  he  said  I  had  been  de- 
ceived in  the  dperation,  I  replied  if  I  had  been  deceived 
in  that,  I  had  likewise  been  deceived  in  all  the  others. 
But  when  we  returned  to  England,  v/e  enquired  again, 
and  then  my  wife  told  me,  that  on  the  same  cay  I  had 
had  the  Revelation,  John  met  with  an   accident  that 
had  very  nearly  cost  him  his  life.    The  reason  that  my 
wife  gave  me  for  not  sending  me  word,  was,  that  she 
was   afraid   it   would   have  giv^n  me  a  great  deal  of 
uneasiness. 

Alter  we  had  been  there  two  or  three  weeks,  our 
pjr:s  friend  unexpectedly  came  to  Avignon,  who  was 
admitted  into  the  society  before  us,  in  order  that  he 
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might  be  our  interpreter,  and  he  translated  all  our 
questions  mid  answers  that  came  from  Lie  WORD  of 
tke  LORD.  After  we  were  admitted  into  the  society, 
many  extraordinary  things  were  communicated  unto 
us,  an  account  of  several  of  which  are  published  in  this 
boo  If. 

We  met  every  evening  at  seven  o'clock  to  comme- 
morate the  death  of pur  LORD  and  SAVIOUR  JESUS 
CHRIST,  by  eating  bread  and  drinking  wine.  Very 
often  when  we  have  been  sitting  together,  the  furni- 
ture in  the  room  has  been  shook,  as  though  it  was  all 
coming  to  piece?,  and  upon  enq  tiring  wirat  was  the 
cause,  we  were  told  that  it  ann  unced  the  presence 
of  angels,  and  when  these  were  not  heard  tne  brethren 
were  always  afraid  that  something  was  amiss,  and  so 
enquired  at  the  word  of  the  LORD. 

I  must  here  take  notice  of  a  particular  circumst  nice 
that  happened  whilst  w*  we  e  there;  one  day  all  th$ 
Brethren  received  an  order  fVpm  the  HOLY  WORD  to 
go  unto  a  small  mountain  a  little  distance  from  the 
city  on  a  religious  duty,  and  being  ordered,  until  the 
appointed  time,  to  keep  the  society  secret,  we  every 
one  locked  to  see  if  any  one  saw  us,  aid  we  coald  see 
ro  one,  but  after  we  had  done,  we  saw  within  about 
sixty  yai  ds  of  the  place  a  man  as  we  thought  sittin  \  under 
a  tree,  the  sight  of  whom,  rather  surprised  the  breth- 
ren, he  was  apparently  eating  bread,  the  brethren 
asked  him  who  he  was,  he  said  a  traveller  that  had  come 
out  of  ITALY  to  see  his  relations  at  Avignw  whq 
were  all  poor,  so  he  was  going  back.  The  brethren 
gave  him  some  man?  y  and  left  him,  but  o;»e  oi:  the 
brethren  having  some  thoughts,  that  he  was  some- 
thing more  than  MAN,  enquired  at  the  word  of  the 
LORD,  and  the -answer  was,  that  it  was  the  ARCH- 
ANGEL RAPHAEL. 
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When  we  had  stayed  six  months,  I  enquired  at  the 
word  of  the  LORD,  if  I  might  return  to  my  family,  as 
also  did  my  Brother  Bryan,  the  answers  are  in  the  Rc~ 
velations  in  this  Book,  which  were  yes.  We  were 
well  supplied  with  money  so  that  we  hid  no  need  to. 
walk  all  the  way,  and  we  had  a  very  handsome  sum  left 
when  we  landed  in  England,  which  was  in  the  month 
called  September.  There  happened  nothing  particular, 
in  our  journey  home.  When  we  arrived  there  I  found 
my  family  as  well  as  could  be  explored,  and  in  a  few 
days  I  went  to  work  again  at  my  business  which  I  have 
continued  ever  since. 

The  12th.  clay  of  the  month  called  April  the  Spirit 
said,  thou  must  go  on  the  North  Read,  and  thou  must 
go  to  morrow,  and  it  saying  no  more,  I  thought  it  was 
to  go  into  Yorkshire.  I  obeyed,  and  went  on  my  Jour- 
ney, without  saying  any  thing  to  any  one,  and  hiving 
my  eye  fixed  on  the  guidance  of  the  Spirit,  who  went 
before  me.  When  I  came  to  Barnet  I  warned  some. 
refreshment,  and  I  had  a  desire  to  go  int®  several 
Houses,  but  the  Spirit  was  not  willing  until  I  came  to 
the  last  House  but  one,  where  I  get  something  to  re- 
fresh myself,  and  having  sat  a  little  while,  I  went  out 
expecting  to  go  forward,  but  when  I  had  got  into  the 
high-road,  the  Spirit  said  stand  still,  so  I  stood  still 
for  the  space  of  ten  minutes,  not  knowing  which  way. 
I  should  go  next,  during  which  time,  a  man  on  foot 
came  by  me,  as  soon  as  he  had  passed  me,  the  Spirit 
said,  join  thyself  with  that  man,  so  I  followed  the  man, 
who  turning  himself  round  and  seeing  me  coming, 
stopped  and  asked  me  how  far  I  was  going  the  North, 
Road,  I  said  for  any  thing  I  knew,  I  was  going  as  far. 
as  Yorkshire.  The  man  was  very  glad,  and  I  walked 
with  him  two  days,  and  slept  with  him  one  night.  He. 
told  me  that  he  had  come  out  of  Scotland  by  Sea,  in 
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01'ckr  to  Trade,  and  that  he  had  intended  to  have  gone 
back  the  same  way,  but  the  impress  breaking  out,  he 
was  afraid,  and  so  was  returning  by  land.  He  also 
told  me,  that  he  travelled  all  over  Scotland  selling  his 
merchandize. 

To  this  man  I  communicated  my  journey  to  France, 
and  what  we  met  with  there,  and  of  the  fall  of  the  faith 
of  Mahomet  in  the  Holy-Land,  the  conversion  of  the 
Jews  to  the  Christian  faith,  their  return  to  their  own 
Land,  all  which  the  man  believed  without  any  hesi- 
tation. 

As  we  were  walking  the  second  day  in  the  afternoon, 
the  Spirit  said  that  rny  wife  had  got  into  a  reasoning 
state,  and  that  she  would  not  be  satisfied  without  my 
return,  but  saying  no  more,  I  went  on  until  we  came 
to  a  town  on  the  other  side  of  Ale  onhury- Hill  where 
we  went  into  a  Public-flouse  to  get  some  refresh- 
ment, whilst  we  were  sitting  there,  the  Spirit  said  that 
I  had  spoke  what  was  necessary  to  the  man,  I  must 
now  return  for  my  wife's  sake,  whom  the  LORD  at 
this  time  bore  with,  and  that  I  must  go  into  Yorkshire 
another  time,  when  in  reality  siie  would  want  me  more 
at  home,  which  certainly  was  the  case,  for  I  was  in 
Yorkshire  when  she  was  delivered  of  her  last  child, 
which  happened  on  the  30th.  day  of  the  month  called 
July,  in  the  same  year. 

So  then  I  parted  with  the  man,  who  was  very  sorry^ 
and  wondered  that  1  should  meet  with  him  in  suck 
a  manner,  go  with  him  so  far,  and  then  so  suddenly 
return  back. 

On  tl;e  19th  of  the  month  called  August  1791,  as  I 
w:>  going  along  Park-street  to  my  work  before  five 
o'clock  in  the  morning  to  Mr.  Fishers  in  Green  Street^ 
I  saw  a  man  coming  on  the  other  side  of  the  street, 
without  a  hat,   shoes,    stockings,    or  neckcloth,  his 
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shirt  collar  open,  and  a  book  in  his  hand  reading, 
with  a  great  coat  wrapped  loose  round  him  :  the  Spirit 
bid  me  stand  and  look  at  the  man,  so  I  did,  ,and  as  soon 
as  he  had  passed  me,  the  Spirt  said,  join  thyself  to 
him,  but  an  evil  reasoner  said,  thou  cannot,  without 
los-ng  a  quarter  cf  a  days  work,  I  immediately  felt  a 
cloud  of  darkness  come  over  my  mind,  so  I  went  after 
him,  but  was  obliged  to  run,  the  cloud  being  then  taken 
away.  Thanks  be  to  the  ever  blessed  LOUD  G()D 
whose  tender  mercy  is  ever  over  all  h  s  works,  and  in 
particular  them  that  fear  him,  and  began  to  speak  such 
things  as  the  Holy  Spirit  gave  me,  which  I  soon  ielt 
the  man  received,  and  who  afterwards  told  me  that  he 
at  that  time  was  reading  a  supposed  famous  writer, 
whose  name  was  Locke,  and  that  what  I  had  said  to  him 
was  exactly  in  opposition  to  what  he  was  then  read* 
ing,  and  that  it  was  so  clear  that  his  ideas  and  under- 
standing were  changed  to  things  of  greater  impor- 
tance. I  communicated  to  him  our  journey  to  Avig* 
ncn,  and  the  same  things  I  had  told  the  other  man, 
who  afterwards  himself  travelled  to  IRELAND  and 
spoke  of  these  things  to  many  people  there.  His  na  ne 
is  JOHN  BARROW,  is  a  jeweller,  and  works  for  a 
jeweller  in  Crown  Street,  O: ford- Road. 

On  the  14th  day  of  the  month  cal'ed  July,  1794, 
was  the  first  time  I  ever  saw  or  heard  of  RICHARD 
BROTHERS,  which  was  by  the  divine  Providence  of 
GOD,  for  which  I  sincerely  thank  him,  and  is  as  fol- 
loweth, 

The  foreman's  son  of  the  shop  wher^  I  work  was 
saying,  that  he  had  been  reading  a  book  of  a  Prophet 
that  was  then  in  London,  I  immediately  asked  him 
if  he  knew  where  he  lived,  he  said,  if  I  desired  he 
would  bring  me  a  direction,  I  thanked  him  and  told 
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him  I  should  be  glad  of  it,  and  he  was  as  good  as  hi* 
word,  for  he  broaght  me  the  second  book  of  the  Pro- 
phecies in  which  the  direction  was.  I  read  a  page  or 
two  and  1  w^s  well  satisfied,  for  the  language  was  suf- 
ficient for  any  one  who  has  any  spiritual  discernment. 
I  went  at  night  to  see  him,  and  as  soon  as  he  had 
spoke  two  or  three  words,  I  said,  I  have  seen  many, 
but  never  saw  any,  that  I  was  so  well  satisfied  with 
before,  and  the  testimony  of  the  HOLY  SPIRIT  was 
to  me,  this  is  him,  of  whom  MOSES  and  the  Prophets, 
and  John  in  the  Revelations  spoke  of  as  the  true  repre 
sentative  of  JESUS  CHRIST,  the/on  of  DAVID 
the  KING  of  the  JEWS,  the  rod  that  comes  out  of 
the  stem  of  JESSE.  A  rod  signifies  something  to  scourge 
or  smite  with,  this  is  the  Lion  of  the  tribe  of  JUDAH, 
which  many  people  think  to  mean  CHRIST,  but  the 
testimony  of  the  Prophets  concerning  CHRIST,  is, 
that  he  was  le J  as  a  sheep  to  the  slaughter,  and  as  a 
lamb  that  is  dumb,  so  he  opened  n  >t  his  mouth,  which 
anyone  that  will  lay  aside  his  acquired  wisdom,  know- 
ledge, and  prejudice,  can  never  make  the  LION,  and 
the  ROD  agree  with  the  prophecy,  the  life,  dispensa- 
tion, and  whole  character  of  our  LORD  JESUS 
CHRIST  upon  EARTH. 

The  brethren  at  Avignon,  told  us,  that  the  prophecy 
of  Christopher  Love  was  true,  and  that  such  a  person 
therein  described  would  most  certainly  arise  in 
Sngland, 
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Copy  of  a  Letter  received   froni 
RICHARD     BROTHERS. 

IN  obedience  to  the  sacred  command  of  the  LORI5 
GOD,  whose  servant  and  prophet  I  am,  I  inform  you  that 
lam  iristru&ed  by  Revelation  from  him,  to  desire  you  to 
publish  for  the  benefit  of  all  nations  the  revealed  knowledge 
communicated  to  the  Society  at  Avignon,  of  which  you  and 
"William  Bvy  an,his  servants,  ivere  members— Of  what  he  has 
designed  shall  he  speedily  fulfilled  on  earth  :  and  likewife  lam 
shewn  and  instructed  to  point  out  to  you,  the  parts  of  the 
written  book  which  the  LORD  my  GOD  orders  to  be  pub* 
Ushedj  and  thofe  which  he  orders  to  be  suppressed.

ROME  will  be  the  Theatre  of  great  events,  f.he 
sound  of  the  drum  will  be  heard  on  tie  mount  Alarius, 
Troops  will  come  down  from  that  mountain,  and  will 
march  beyond  Parma ;  and  the  Capital  of  the  world  will 
experience  great  calamities. 

You  will  soon  see  the  pride  of  the  Mahometan  in  the 
field;  several  sovereigns  will  unite  to  lay  it  low.

and  the  ETERNAL,  from  the  midst  #f  his  people, 
will  ro@t  out  for  ever  his  remembrance.  The 
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The  enemy  of  mortals,  jealous  of  their  homage,  still 
employs  delusions  to  seduce  them ;  but  when  their 
hearts  submissive  to  wisdom  sincerely  sek  the  truth, 
HEAVEN  will  not  any  more  permit  the  father  of  lies 
OX\  their  confidence. 

Very  soon  I  will  strike  the  house  of  the  impious,  and 
I  will  shake  it,  to  its  very  foundations.  I  will  curse 
his  fcepter  and  his  Empire,  and  I  will  confound  those 
who  submitted  to  them,  and  his  malignant  joy  which 
seduced  innocence,  I  will  change  to  tears  of  grief,  and 
overwhelm  him  with  my  fury  tq  unveil  the  blackness 
of  his  soul. 

Very  soon,  witness  of  my  vengeance  he  will  see-  fall 
before  him,  SHE,  who  was  seduced  by  hell  and  my 
enemies,  I  will  break  her  bow,  and  I  will  blunt  their 
arrows,  and  those  who  believed  her,  shall  find  in  her 
flame  the  punishment  of  their  rashness. 

The  roads  are  filled  with  tumult  and  confusion.  Hell 
less  confident  in  its  fury  carries  in  every  place  its  vigi- 
lance, to  ravage,  destroy,  and  overturn,  if  it  was  able,  the 
projects  of  the  clemency  of  the  GOD  who  deigned  to 
chuse  YOU  to  put  an  end  to  its  delusions,  and  to  drive 
away  its  unworthy  imps.

His 
voice  will  then  have  an  easier  access  to  their  hearts  ;  as 
terror  will  then  finish,  what  his  zeal  to  conquer  the  ob, 
stacle  may  have  already  attempted,  to  subdue  his  own 
to  the  happy  yoke  of  the  GOD  that  calls  him. 

A  burning  wind  is  spreading  over  the  earth,  and 
wouldest  thou  leave  to  its  ravages  those  whom  thou 
sanst  save  ?    Call  to  all  those  that  surround  thee  ? 

Call 
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Call  also  all  those  whom' thou  canst.  Speak  to  their 
hearts  hy  thy  example ;  announce  a  GOD  who  seeks 
to  pardon.  Tell  them  of  the  dreadful  ve  geance 
which  his  love  is  compelled  to  exercise?  Then  all 
those,  whose  untraceable  hearts  shall  refuse  fca  hearken 
unto  thee,  thy  GOD  will  employ  his  prodigies  to  con* 
vince,  or  to  remove  them. 

All  those,  who  in  times  of  trouble  and  of  vengeance 
do  keep  themselves  far  from  me;  my  heart  saith  the 
ETERNAL,  my  heart  will  abandon  them.  Th^y 
shall  be  the  sport  of  the  cruel  enemy  who  seeks  to  se- 
duce them,  to  make  them  perish. 

The  time  is  come,  in  which  the  ETERNAL,  arm- 
ed with  his  vengeance  descends  from  Heaven  to  pu- 
nish the  wicked,  to  all  the  calamities  which  come  out 
of  the  earth  will  be  joined  the  prodigies  from  above. 
Consternation  will  be  spread  with  fear,  the  Heart  of  the 
great  will  be  frozen  with  terror,  even  the  very  elect 
will  have  great  difficulty  to  defend  their  own  hearts 
from  the  common  law. 

May  the  Reign  of  Christ  arrive;  may  in  every  place 
his  name  be  adored,  it  is  the  wish  of  HEAVEN,  let  it, 
also  be  yours  and  you  shall  be  heard  ;  But  that  one.

Woe, 
to  him  who  doth  not  see  them,  vvoei  to  him  whore* 
fuses  to  believe  them,  very  soon,  very  soon,  it  will  be  too 
late. 

DEATH  will  lower  the.  proud  dust,  which  dares  to 
raise  itself  against,  the  ETEKNAL,  and  submission 
which  distinguishes  the  just  will  set  him  up  above 
danger. 

Of  the  impious  Who  pursues  me,  I  am  going  to  give 
away  the  throne  to  the  stranger,  who  seeks  to  usurp 
it;  and  I  will  divide  of  that  ferocious  people,  the  pride 
and  the  power,  Those  whom  my  hand  shall  leave  on 
their  borders  will  riot  dare  to  spill  the  blood  of  the  un- 
happy victims  with  which  they  nourish  themselves. 
For  my  House  then  shall  be  put  under  the  care  of  my 
Soldiers,  with  ardour  they  will  surround  it,  to  honour 
and  defend  it  untilthat  moment  in  which  my  elect,  shall 
of  crimes,  and  of  hell  have  finished  the  defeat,  and 
shall  have  restored  peace  to  the  entire  world.

N  the  month  of  May,   1789,  at   Lyons  in  France, 

where  it  generally  is  as  hot  as  the  hottest  day  iri 
summer  in  England,  there  was  Snow  four  inches 
deep. 

In  the  month  of  June>  1789,  we  rece  ved  a  letter 
from  the  Union  at  ROME,  which  informed  us  that 
the  weather  was  as  cold  then,  as  it  is  in  England  iri 
the  month  of  January  ;  and  the  ARCH-ANGEL  RA- 
PHAEL asked  the  brethren  and  sisters  if  the  cold 
made  them  uneasy,  and  said,  have  a  little  patience,  and 
the  weather  will  be  warm  enough. 

The  17th  of  June,  1789,  received  a  letter  from  the 
Union  at  Rome,  in  which  they  informed  us  of  a  s;ster; 
that  is  a  daughter  of  a  Turk,  whom  Brother  Brimm  Art 
baptized  at  Silefia  in  the  Dominions  of  the  King  or  Prus- 
sia, between  ten  and  fifteen  years  ago;  after  having 
lived  sometime  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  Christian  fa  ttb, 
was  taken  all  of  a  sudden  by  her  father,  and  carried  to 
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Alexandria  in  Egypt,  which  is  in  the  dominions  of  the 
TURK,  where  she  lived  with  her  father  in  much  sorrow 
and  trouble.  After  her  father  was  dead,  she  was  or- 
dered by  the  Archangel  Raphael  to  dress  herself  in  a 
soldier's  dress,  and  fly  into  the  Christian  country,  which 
she  did,  and  got  aboard  a  Spanish  ship,  and  from  this 
date  has  been  between  two  and  thiee  months  at  sea. 

Concerning  the  knowledge  of  Jpirits  and  the  fpiritual 
•world,  as  it  was  opened  tome  one  day,  as  Imaifetin  wy 
room  at  Avignon,  in  the  month  of  June,  tj&c*  and  I  was 
ma  ed  to  Write  asfollowtth. 

Nov/  this  World  of  Earth  and  Air  in  which  we  live,  is 
both  the  spiritual  and  natural  world,  as  man  is  both 
spiritual  and  natural,  or  internal  and  external;  now 
when  the  natural  or  external  is  put  off,  or  the  internal 
and  external  is  separated  one  from  the  other,  by  the 
death  of  the  external,  which  is  made  corruption  by  the 
fall,  and  must  vturn  to  dust,  the  internal  still  exists  in 
the  same  world,  and  if  not  purged  from  every  spot  of 
impurity,  so  that  it  can  ascend  immediately  into  hea- 
ven, it  still  remains  there  until  it  is,  cnly  it  is  invi- 
sible, and  cannot  be  seen  by  natural  or  external  eyes, 
but  if  our  internal  eyes  were  opened,  then  we  could  see 
them  whilst  we  live  in  these  bodies  ;  so  then  if  any  of 
our  friends (  die,  they  may  still  be  in  the  room  with  us, 
who  are  lamenting  and  weeping  over  them.  Yes,  it 
is  most  certainly  true,  and  if  our  spiritual  eyes  were 
opened,  we  should  see  them  no  doubt. 

But  although  we  see  them  not  yet,  they  often  speak 
to  us,  as  also  other  spirits  of  different  orders,  both  an- 
gels, men,  and  devils  ;  for  we  are  continually  surround- 
ed with  spirits,  good  and  bad,  and  they  are  almost 
continually  in  conversation  with  men,  for  this  is  the 
place  of  v/ar  and  of  trial  for  man  ;  and  as  he  gives  him- 
self 
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self  up  to  the  divine  and  heavenly  influence  of  spirits, 
so  he  becomes  a  recipient  of  it,  or  them  ;  for  the  dp 
vine  spirits  are  many,  but  their  influence  one,  and 
God  reveals  the  knowledge  of  himself  to  them,  and 
his  will  concerning  them,  and  they  become  more  and 
more  acquainted  with  the  spirits  that  speak,  and  if 
they  continue  to  give  attention  to  their  different  ope- 
rations, greater  degrees  of  knowledge  and  discernment 
are  given  to  them,  so  that  they  can  clearly  discern 
betwixt  spirit  and  spirit  when  they  speak,  and 
thereby  may  know  how  to  walk  according  to  the 
will  of  GOD  in  things  that  no  outward  law  or  let* 
ter  can  divide  or  determine,  and  the  lofs  of  the 
knowledge  and  attention  to  this  divine  influence,  and 
how  to  discern  betwixt  the  good  and  bad,  who  both 
speak  in  man,  has  been  the  mischief  in  all  ages.  For 
ever  fince  man  had  a  command  given  him,  these  have 
been  at  war  together  to  gain  the  consent  of  his  will, 
and  it  has  been  so  in  all  ages  to  all  men,  whether  they 
had  an  outward  law  given  them  or  not,  for  if  we  have 
an  outward  law  given,  what  better  are  we,  if  we  have 
not  this  discernment — although  it  is  very  certain  be- 
yond all  doubt,  that  the  divine  influence  always  testi- 
fied to  the  truth  and  soundness  of  the  law  of  GOD  in 
ill  ages,  and  always  gives  the  true  meaning  of  it;  but 
the  devil  and  his  agents  also  make  use  of  the  sayings  of 
the  man  of  GOD,  and  the  meaning  that  they  give  of 
them  in  all  them  that  yield  to  it,  they  overturn  the 
counsel  and  will  of  GOD,  and  blow  into  their  hearts 
md  understandings  errors  that  the  divine  influence  has 
uhe  greatest  difficulty  to  reclify  above  all  others,  espe- 
ially  in  these  latter  days.  But  he  cannot  do  this  so 
easily  to  them  that  have  this  discernment,  for  they  by 
g|ving  themselves  up,  and  attending  to  their  different 
operations,  have  {as  the  ApoflU  St.  Paul  has  spoken,) 
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fey  reason  of  use,  their  senses  exercised  to  discern 
both  good  and  evil,  as  may  be  seen  in  the  last  verse  of 
the  zjkh  chapter  of  the  Hebrews,  and  if  we  read  three  or 
four  verses  before  that,  we  may  see  that  the  Apostle 
agrees  with  what  is  here  given,  for  it  was  not  because 
the  Apostle  had  not  declared  the  will  of  GOD  to  them 
that  they  were  in  the  state  of  babes,  but  because  they 
had  not  attended  to  the  two  different  influences  that 
spoke  in  them,  upon  what  the  Apostle  had  testified  to 
thenij  one  in  confirmation  of  what  he  said,  and  the 
other  in  opposition  to  what  he  said,  and  no  doubt  both 
spoke  scripture.  But  the  Apostle  speaks  of  some  that 
had  come  to  this  discernment,  for  they  may  be  known 
by  the  different  effect  they  have  upon  our  minds,  for 
the  operation  of  GOD  balances  the  mind,  and  brings 
all  the  inward  powers  into  quietness,  and  in  that  quiet- 
ness the  voice  of  GOD  can  only  be  heard  to  speak,  and 
it  is  only  then,  that  we  are  able,  by  the  light  of  GOD 
shining  in  our  Hearts  and  Spirits,  who  are  at  that  time 
in  a  state  of  watchfulness,  Peace,  and  tranquility  which 
is  Kingdom  of  Heaven  within  us. 

To  discern  the  spirits  of  darkness  when  they  are 
transformed  into  Angels  of  light;  therefore  whosoever 
is  not  in  this  state  cannot  know  any  thing  right,  neither 
is  he  under  the  divine  influence,  of  operation  of  GOD, 
so  that  he  can  make  use  of  him  as  an  instrument  in  his 
Hand. 

Although  we  may  speak  things  ever  so  like  the  truth, 
yea,  and  even  things  that  have  been  spoken  from 
GOD  ;  for  instance,  if  the  LORD  reveals  any  thing 
to  me,  and  to  any  other,  and  at  the  same  time  moves 
us  to  speak  to  the  people,  it  wll  be  profitable  to  as 
many  as  it  pleases  the  divine  Spirit  that  operates  in  the 
man  that  speaks,  conveys  the  words  into  the  hearts  of 
as  many  as  is  at  that  time  in  a  proper  state  to  receive* 

and 
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and  then  gives  the  true  understanding  of  them,  and 
what  GOD  means  by  the  words  spoken  :  but  if  w?  at 
any  ether  time,  speak  the  same  words  or  any  other, 
we  not  being  under  the  same  influence,  and  not  being 
mqved  by  the  same  to  speak  them,  we  had  better  hold 
our  tongue  and  be  silent; ;  for  as  it  is  clear  to  all  men 
of  true  understanding  in  spiritual  things,  there  are  but 
two  influences  that  rule  all  mankind,  one  from  Heaven, 
and  the  other  from  Hell;  therefore  if  we  do  not  speak 
from  Heaven  !  we  must  speak  from  Hell,  and  if  we  do 
not  know  how  to  discern  betwixt  them,  how  shall  v.e 
know  how  to  speak  at  all  aright;  so  then  without  doubt, 
for  them  that  will  speak  of  the  things  of  GOD,  it  is  ne- 
cessary first  of  all  to  have  this  knowledge,  and  discern^, 
fnent9  that  they  may  not  only  know  the  different  influ- 
ences, but  that  they  may  know  by  the  light  and  voice 
of  GOD  speaking  in  them,  when  it  is  a  time  to  speaks 
and  what  to  speak,  when  it  is  a  time  to  pray  and  what 
words  to  use  in  prayer,  and  when  it  is  a  time  to  sino- 
and  what  words  to  use  in  singing,  and  when  it  is  a 
time  to  say  nothing  at  all,  that  all  things  may  be  done 
by  Order  of  the  SPIRIT  of  GOD,  and  not  of  DEVILS, 
or  MEN. 

As  the  trumpet  that  gives  distinctions  in  its  sounds, 
so  that  the  people  may  receive  true  edification,  and  their 
portion  of  meat  in  due  season  according  to  the  zvillof 
GOD,  for  the  ALMIGHTY  hath  his  times  and  feasons 
for  all  things  in  the  manifestations  of  his  will  to  man» 
kind;  but  if  we  do  not  knew  the  times  and  seasons 
when  they  come,  we  are  only  fit  to  hear  and  not  to 
speak,  and  no  man  can  know  the  times  and  seasons 
without  having  the  knowledge  as  before,  for  these 
things  are  only  given  by  the  HOLY  SPIRIT  at  the 
instant  of  time  that  we  have  need  of  them,  for  the 
devil  is  continually  working  in  the  minds  of  the  people 
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in  opposition  to  the  Almighty,  and  it  is  only  the  wisdom 
of  the  divine fipirit  that  proceedeth  from  the  FATHER 
and  the  SON  that  can  overturn  the  wijdom  of  hell, 
therefore  it  is  not  of  study  or  premeditation,  or  any 
ether  thing  that  man  can  do,  but  of  and  from  the  free 
gift  of  GOD,  that  the  glory  might  be  of  GOD,  (and

TESTIMONY,     &c. 


THE  Queftion  of  "  Peace  or  War"  Jias  now  been 
twice  agitated  in  the  Senate,  fince  the  com- 
mencement of  the  prefent  fefilon  :  and  whatever  may 
have  been  the  decifion  in  thofe  affemblies,  the  dif- 
cuffion  is  dill  open  before  the  tribunal  of  the  Public.  It 
was  undoubtedly  my  duty,  if  I  thought  I  could 
throw  any  new  light  on  the  fubjed,  to  have  delivered 
my  fentiments  in  Parliament.  I  was  prepared  to 
do  fo,  and  very  anxious  to  obtain  a  hearing. — Gentle- 
men who  faw  me  repeatedly  rife  for  that  purpofe,  and 
Hill  more  the  Speaker,  to  whom  I  verbally  communi- 
cated my  wifhes,  cannot  but  bear  witnefs  of  my  in- 
tention.— Compelled  however,  by  circumftances,  to 
involuntary  filence  in  that  quarter,  I  mud  now  dif- 
charge  my  confeience  through  my  pen. — Here  there- 
fore I  moft  unrefervedly  publifh  my  opinion,  That, 
refolutely  to  perftft  in  offenjive  War,  is  not  the  beji 
method  of  procuring  Peace. 

Our  objections  to  treating  with  the  prefent  French 
Government  are  flated  to  be,  becaufe  it  is  too  dif- 
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cordant  not  to  be  fufpected  of  inftabilky,  and  too 
recent  to  afford  any  afiurance  of  permanency.  In  all 
other  refpecls,  the  arguments  in  favour  of  Peace  are 
clearly  on  the  fide  of  Oppofition  •,  and  it  only  remains 
to  decide,  whether,  for  the  bare  chance  of  unfteadinefs 
or  verfatility  in  the  actual  adminiftration  of  France, 
we  are  content  to  fee  almoft  the  whole  world  peopled 
with  nothing  but  foldiers  \  and  every  eftablifhed  form 
of  government  in  Europe,  not  excepting  our  own,  go 
to  wreck  in  the  conteft.  That  this  muft  inevitably 
happen,  unlefs  the  French  be  induced  by  general  pacifi- 
cation to  lay  down  their  arms,  no  man  who  coolly 
confiders  the  nature  of  their  revolutionary  fyftem  can 
well  venture  to  deny.  I  mall  fay  nothing  of  the 
arguments  founded  on  the  propriety  of  our  retaining 
the  French  colonies  in  cafe  of  a  peace,  as  a  neceiTary 
indemnification  for  our  enormous  expences;  becaufe 
I  think  they  have  not  a  iliadow  of  juftice  or  good 
faith  to  fupport  them.  Had  we  ftood  alone  in  the 
conflict,  the  doctrine  would  have  been  plaufible 
enough  :  but  connected  as  we  are  and  have  been 
with  various  allies,  each  driving  with  all  his  ftrength, 
as  we  are  tola1,  and  many  beyond  their  ftrength,  in 
the  common  caufe,  the  conquefts  made  by  any  in- 
dividual member  of  the  alliance  cannot  poffibly  be 
viewed  in  any  other  light  than  as  prizes  taken  by  a 
fmgle  fhip  attached  to  a  fleet.  The. whole  of  the 
capture  muft  be  thrown  into  the  general  mafs,  and 
ihould  ferve,  as  far  as  it  will  go,  to  balance  the  part- 
nership account  of  profit  and  lofs. 

If 
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If  politics  and  good  faith  do  not  always  go  hand 
in  hand,  I  am  heartily  forry  for  the  country  where 
they  are  feparated.     But  that  conduct  which,  in  my 
private   fituation,  I  hold   to   be  effentially  wrong,  I 
ihall  not  henceforth,  in  my  public  capacity,  fupport 
as    conditionally   right  •,    for  that  we  mould   at  all 
times,  and  under  all  circumftances,  profeis  a  readinefs 
to  treat  with    all  our   enemies    ivbom/osver,    I     deem 
to-  be  an  indifpenfable  obligation  of  the  religion  to 
which  we  have  all  fworn  obedience  at  our  baptifm. 
Whatever  opinions  men  might  have  formed  of  the 
juftice  or  neceflity  of  this  war  at  its  commencement, 
the  ground  has  been  fo  completely  mifted  fince  that 
period,  as  to  authorife  different  fentiments  of  the  pro- 
priety of  its  farther  continuance,  and  to  require  new 
modes  of  conduct  for  its  termination.     The  fituation 
and  circumftances  of  all  the  great  powers  of  Europe 
are  entirely  changed  from  what  they  were  only  two 
years  ago  ;  and  if  this  be  the  cafe  already,  it  behoves 
us  ferioufiy  to  confider,   not  merely  the  effect  of  this 
change  at  the  prefent  moment,  but  what  progrefs  it 
may  be  likely  to  make,  up  to  any  future  given  period; 
and  at  what  time,  or  by  what  means  we  may  flatter 
jourfelves  with   a  more   favourable  opportunity  for 
concluding  hortilities.     If  we  reafon  from  paft  expe- 
rience, the  advantages  in  (lore  for  us  are  not  very  in- 
viting •,  and  it  is  incumbent  on  miniflerial  logic   to 
demonftrate  how  the  uniform  fucceffes  of  the  French 
Republic  fhould  augment  our  expectations   of    its 
fpeedy  overthrow.     But,  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent 
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conteft,  France  has  not  only  beaten  our  allies,  (he  feems 
alfo  to  have  made  converts  of  them  to  her  caufe  •, 
for  I  believe  there  is  not  a  man  well  informed  of 
what  is  pafling  on  the  Continent,  who  will  not  readily 
agree  that  the  French  are  lefs  obnoxious  to  the  iub- 
jects  of  every  one  of  the  Belligerent  Powers  than  their 
own  haughty  purfe- proud  confederates  the  EngJifh. 
The  confequences  of  this  general  difefteem  under 
which  we  labour,  I  leave  to  be  computed  by  fuperior 
adepts  in  political  arithmetic :  to  my  understanding, 
their  grofs  amount  is  difafter,  fubjugation,  and  ruin. 

It  is  not  a  little  extraordinary  to  obferve  the  very 
fame  grounds  of  argument  prefTed  into  the  fervice  of 
two  oppofite  parties,  to  fupport  two  contrary  con- 
clufions. — Adminiftration  contends,  from  the  very 
victories  of  the  French,  that  they  are  too  extravagant 
to  laft  :  Oppofition  maintains,  from  the  reiterated 
defeats  of  the. allies,  that  they  are  too  much  reduced  to 
recover.  Here  then  we  come  directly  to  the  point 
at  ifiue.  Does  the  prefent  political  date  of  Europe 
authorife  our  perfeverance  in  hoftilities,  or  warrant 
the  necefiity  of  immediate  pacification  ? 

O  for  a  peep  into  futurity  !  may  the  plain  obferver 
allowably  exclaim. — A  peep  into  futurity  ? — Pictures, 
indeed,  of  the  period  to  come  are  exhibited  to  us  by 
both  fides  of  the  queilion ;  but  who  mail  certify  the 
ability  of  the  painter,  and  who  fhall  vouch  for  the 
fidelity  of  the  portrait  ? 

It  has  always  been  obferved,  that  times  of  calamity 
are  peculiarly  fertile  in  vifions  and  prognostications, 
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predi&ions  and    prophecies.     When  the   minds   of 
men  are  ibftened  by  the  preiTure  or  the  apprehenfion 
of  accumulating  evils,  then  is   the   moment  for  the 
falutary  warnings  of  the  internal    monitor,    and   the 
cautionary  voice   of  the  fpiritual  guide.     The  great 
mafs  of  the  people,  too  fore  with  their  fufTerings  not 
to  grafp  at  any  offer  of  confolation,  and  too  credulous 
to  form  accurate  notions  of  the  divinity  of  its  origin, 
is  eafily  worked   upon  by  every  ipecies   of  oracular 
1  pretenfion :  and  we  all  know,  that  when  men  are  once 
fteadily  perfuaded  of  the  authenticity  of  a  prophecy, 
\hey   are  almoft  involuntarily  led  to   perform   their 
part  towards  its  completion.     The  prefent  moment 
teems  with  thefe  anticipations  of  futurity,   beyond 
the  example  of  every  former  period.     Unfortunately, 
whatever   be  the  defigns  or   merits  of  the   various 
difleminators  of  thefe  oracles,  they  are  at  leaft  uniform 
in  the  melancholy  drain  of  their  predictions :  and  it- 
behoves  every  well-regulated  government  to  attend 
minutely  to  the  irritation  thefe  forebodings  may  pro- 
duce  on  the  public  mind.     For  if  their  doctrines  be 
well-founded,  we  have  not  an  inftant  to  loft  in  adopt- 
ing a  complete  reverfion  both  of  our  moral  and  po- 
litical fyftem  :  if  they  be  fallacious,  no  pains  mould 
be  fpared  to  undeceive  the  victims  of  their  impo- 
fition,  and  no  punifhment   can  be  too  fevere  for  the 
atrocious  criminality  of  their  propagators. 

Among  the  productions  to  which  I  allude,  there  is 
not  one  fo  general  in  its  circulation,  nor  a  thoufandth 
part  \o  forcible  in  its  delineations  of  approaching

mifery,  as  the  two  pamphlets  intitled  "  A  revealed 
<c  Knowledge  of  the  Prophecies  and  Times,  and  par- 
46  ticularly  of  the  prefent  Time,  the  prefent  War,  and 
"  the  Prophecy  now  fulfilling,  wrote  by  the  Command 
"  of  Almighty  God,  and  publtfhed  by  Richard 
"  Brothers"— -an  author,  whole  tremendous  threats 
and  unqualified  anathemas  fulminate  dethronement 
and  fpeedy  death  on  almoft  every  one  of  the  Sovereigns 
of  Europe  by  name,  and-  particularly  on  our  own 
beloved  monarch.  Nor  is  he  lefs  liberal  of  his 
violent  menaces  againft  both  our  houfes  of  parliament, 
our  civil  and  ecclefiadical  eilablimment,  the  city  of 
London,  and  the  whole  Britim.  nation  :  and  all  this, 
too,  in  terms  precilely  fuited  to  the  comprehenfion 
of  the  mod  ordinary  capacity  :  replete  with  gram- 
matical faults;  deflitute  alike  of  harmony  of  arrange- 
ment, and  elegance  of  diction  :  in  the  ftyle  of  a 
peafant  exalting  himfelf  above  the  mightieft  of 
princes :  affirming,  that  he  is  utterly  invulnerable  to 
all  human  power ;  and  braving,  with  the  mod  un- 
ruffled indifference,  that  "government,  whofe  authority 
his  doctrines  and  deftination  are  by  himfelf  declared 
to  counteract,  and  whofe  eilablifnment  the  completion 
of  his  million  muft  neceilarily  fubvert. 

"What  (hall  we  favor  think  of  a  man  who  has  been 
In  the  habit  of  writing  letters  to  the  King,  the  Queen, 
and  the  Miniflers  of  State,  ever  fmce  the  beginning 
of  1792;  foretelling  many  events  that  would  after- 
wards, fome  of  which  have  actually  already,  come  to 
pafs  •,  advifiiig  or  reproving  them  as  occafion  feemed 
4.  to 
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to  him  to  require,  in  peremptory  and  dictatorial 
meffages,  faid  to  proceed  from  God  himfeif -,  and 
perfifting,  though  in  the  mod  unaffected  mediocrity 
cf  private  life,  to  reiterate  his  intrufions,  and  reinforce 
his  remonftrances,  on  each  new  viciffitude  of  public 
events  :  nay  more,  who  fteps  forth  to  the  world,  in  a 
ilurdy  publication,  avowing  all  he  has  done,  and 
telling  to  whom,  on  v/hat  fubjecl,  in  what  manner, 
and  how  often,  he  has  repeated  this  extraordinary 
correfpondence;  and  makes  the  whole  Englilh  nation 
a  fort  of  umpire  between  the  conftituted  power  of 
the  State,  and  one  obfcure  individual  I 

The  policy  of  Government,  however,  has,  I  believe, 
hitherto  left  himfeif  and  his  publications  to  rife  or 
fall  .by  their  own  merits ;  and  he  has  been  brought 
to  trial,  only  by  a  very  fubordinate  tribunal  indeed  ; 
only  a  fixpenny  fpouting  club  !  which  fome  time  ago 
propofed,  as  a  topic  for  debate,  Whether  Richard 
Brothers,  who  calls  himfeif  God  Almighty's  Nephew, 
be  an  impoftor  or  a  madman? — -overlookinc;,  pro- 
bably, as  is  often  the  cafe  with  very  eager  difputants, 
a  third  pombility  in  the  fubjecl:,  namely,  that  he  was 
neither  the  one,  nor  the  other. 

The  books  which  I  have  here  brought  forward, 
contain  fomething  more  than  that  mere/w^  miG  futurity 
for  which  I  lately  expreffed  fo  anxious  a  defire. 
They  pretend  to  be,  particularly  the  fecond,  an  ab- 
flracl  or  brief  chronicle  of  the  future  fortunes  of  all 
Europe.  But  an  abftracl,  no  doubt,  may  be  incorrect, 
and  a  chronicle  can  be  conceived  totally  wanting  in 
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authenticity.  To  fix  thefe  imputations  on  the  prefent 
work,  nothing  more  is  neceffary  than  to  adopt  the 
pithy  decifion  of  the  fpouting  club,  that  Richard 
Brothers  mitffc  be  either  impoflor  or  madman. 
To  fupport  the  firfl  proportion,  we  mult  neceffarily 
difcover  fome  private  intereft,  fome  peribnal  gratifi- 
cation, fome  premeditated  deception  lurking  under 
the  plaufible  pretenfions  of  philanthropy  and  piety  : 
the  fecond  can  only  be  fully  made  out  by  fome  proof 
of  glaring  inconfiitency  in  his  profefiions :  and  in 
both  thefe  particulars  I  hold  him  infinitely  fuperior 
to  all  imputation.  Uprightnefs  of  intention  and 
candour  of  foul  breathe  through  every  line  of  his 
compofition.  But  in  vouching  for  his  honefty,  I  do 
not,  a  priori^  conclude  his  infallibility.  1  can  only 
fay,  that  if  it  were  porTible  he  mould  deceive  others, 
1  am  morally  certain,  from  tnt  internal  evidence  of 
his  whole  work,  that  he  is  himfelf  the  firfl  vi&im  of 
die  deception.  On  what  criterion  then  fhall  we  de- 
cide his  merits  ?  to  what  authority  fhall  we  appeal  ? 
His  own  anfwer  is,  *'  Search  the  Scriptures  jourf elves. 
"  As  Chriftians,  You  muft  acknowledge  them  to  be 
"  the  perfect  fources  of  all  veracity,  and  let  them  be  the 
"  touchftone  of  my  ajjertions" 

Here  let  us  paufe  for  a  moment,  and  reflect,  that 
if  we  take  him  at  his  word,  we  are  once  more  con- 
fined to  the  myfterious  depths  of  Daniel,  of  Efdras, 
and  of  the  Revelations,  where  ib  many  ingenious  in- 
terpreters, and  athletic  commentators,  have  been 
already  fhipwrecked.     How  (hall  we  efcape  a  limilar  ; 
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calamity  ?  If  it  be  poflible  on  this  fea  ever  to  make 
a  fafe  harbour,  we  muft  certainly  ftrike  out  fome 
new  courfe  j  and  take  for  our  compafs  the  following 
confiderations  on  the  nature  and  properties  of  pro- 
phetic writing. 

All  prophecies  are  neither  more  nor  lefs  than  true 
genuine  aenigmas,  in  which  the  meaning  is  fo  nicely 
and  artificially  enveloped  by  ambiguity  of  fenfe  and 
of  expreffion,  that  until  we  be  furnifhed  by  the  in- 
ventor himfelf  with  the  proper  clue  to  unravel  them, 
they  are  calculated  to  appear  as  a  tiflue  of  the  moil 
incongruent  abfurdities.  Of  thefe  prophetical  compofi- 
tions  fome  are  compact  and  clofe,  like  the  greater 
part  of  the  Pagan  oracles,  and  others  more  copious 
and  difruie.  In  the  former  cafe,  every  word,  I  had 
aimoft  faid  every  letter,  comes  in  for  its  fhare  of 
meaning  ;  and  the  key  that  does  not  precifely  fit 
every  one  of  them  is  good  for  nothing.  No  allow- 
ance is  to  be  admitted  for  any  thing  fuperabundant  or 
extraneous.  In  the  longer  compofitions  a  greater 
latitude  prevails  :  among  feveral  ientences,  or  diftinct 
members  of  one  fentence,  the  meaning  is  all  con- 
tained in  a  fingie  phrafe  only,  which  is  to  be  conftrued 
with  all  the  minute  predion  and  undeviating  con- 
fiftency  required  in  the  former  cafe,  while  the  other 
parts  ace  only  thrown  in  to  miflead  the  obferver. 
Juft  as  if  the  real  objects  to  be  reprefented  in  a 
picture  were  foftened  down,  melted  away,  and  ob- 
fcured  in  the  difiance  of  the  back  ground,  while  the 
'prominent  features  of  the  defign,  that  occupy  the 
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front  of  the  canvas,  fhould  be  formed  of  adventitious 
or  frivolous  reprefentations,  of  no  confequence  or 
neceffity  to  the  piece.  Inftances  of  both  kinds  will 
occur  as  we  proceed  j  and  frequent  fpecimens  cf  each 
may  be  found  in  the  different  prophecies  of  the  Old 
Teftament,  which  are  acknowledged  by  all  found 
critics  and  expofitors  to  allude  to  the  coming  and 
fufferings  of  the  MefTiah. 

In  this  place  it  may  not  be  fuperfluous  to  mention, 
that  in  the  occupation  of  decyphering  myfterious  and 
allegorical  modes  of  compofition  I  am  far  from  being 
undifciplined.  If  I  have  been  rather  negligent  of  our 
own  facred  writings,  I  had  at  lead  been  in  the  habit 
of  bellowing  unwearied  attention  on  thofe  of  the  old 
Hindus :  writings  not  widely  diflimilar  in  flyle  and 
manner  from  the  prophetical  treatifes  in  our  own 
Bible.  Nor  have  my  refearches  been  altogether 
fruitlefs,  fince  I  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  dis- 
cover the  true  meaning  couched  under  the  Hindu 
triad  of  Energies  or  Powers,  called  Brahma,  Vifhnu, 
and  Shiva,  which  I  affirm  to  be  nothing  more  than 
poetical  perfonifications  of  matter,  fpace,  and  time  : 
and  I  fay,  that  by  the  proper  application  of  thefe  three 
terms,  all  the  furviving  remains  of  genuine  Brach- 
manical  mythology  may  be  truly  elucidated. 

Fortified  therefore  with  this  pre-acquired  aptitude 
for  fuch  ftudies,  I  fat  down  with  pleaiure  to  the  talk 
recommended  by  Mr.  Brothers,  namely,  to  read  the 
modern  hiftury  of  Europe  in  the  prophetic  records 
pf  the  Old  and  New  Teftament. 

For 
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For  this  purpofe,  nothing  was  requifite,  but  to 
examine,  by  the  teft  of  human  fagacity,  whether  the 
clue  furniihed  by  him  were  in  grofs  and  in  all 
its  parts  perfectly  commenfurate  to  the  whole  tenor 
and  purport  of  the  myfteries  to  be  unravelled  •,  for 
if  it  failed  in  any  one  particular,  or  were  found  too 
long  or  too  fhort  in  its  application  to  any  one  in- 
ftance — aftum  ejfet  de  toto — The  works  of  God  are 
all  without  flaw  \  and  for  this  clue  to  poiTefs  that 
degree  of  perfection,  it  mud  necefTarily  have  pro- 
ceeded from  God  himfelf,  who  conftructed  the  vifions 
of  the  prophecies  at  firfl,  to  the  very  intent  that  they 
fhould  never  become  intelligible,  until,  at  the  time 
deftined  by  his  holy  will  and  pleafure,  the  true  mot  de 
Vanigme  mould  be  revealed  to  his  creatures  \  and 
when  once  this  clue  mould  come  to  be  known,  any 
man  whatever,  with  a  competent  fhare  of  learning 
and  induftry,  might  comprehend  and  expound  all 
the  fecrets  to  which  it  applies,  as  well  as  the  very  man 
to  whom  it  was  originally  imparted. 

To  make  this  point  more  intelligible,  I  fhall  ob- 
ferve,  that  with  refpect  to  the  four  beafts  in  the 
vifion  of  Daniel  (and  the  fame  in  any  other  cafe)  it 
might  happen,  and  probably  has  happened,  that 
fome  man  or  other  mould  form  a  very  probable  guefs 
as  to  the  meaning  of  a  fingle  beaft,  or  even  two.  But 
what  has  never  been  done,  and  what  never  could  have 
been  done,  but  by  direct  revelation  from  God,  is  to 
find  a  key,  one  and  indivifibie,  that  mould  apply 
perfectly  and  equally  well  to  all  the  four :  fo  that 
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taking  each  of  them  feverally,  or  the  whole  in  a  mafs? 
the  true  meaning  mould  be  no  lefs  perfpicuous  and 
palpable  in  their  union  than  in  their  feparation.  And 
To  with  regard  to  the  Babylon  mentioned  in  the 
Revelations.  The  portrait  of  Rome  is  fo  evident  in 
that  part  where  Rome  is  really  meant,  that  not  a 
fingle  commentator  of  the  hundreds  who  have  handled 
the  paiTage  has  ever  once  miftaken  it.  But  they 
have  all  erred  in  fuppofing  that  Babylon  univerfally, 
and  in  all  cafes,  fignified  the  fame  Rome  :  and  I  have 
no  doubt,  but  that  very  clear  and  intelligible  defcrip- 
tion  of  Rome  in  one  place  was  exprefsly  inferted  for 
the  fole  purpoie  of  mifguiding,  and  putting  to  fault, 
their  conjectures  on  ether  parts  of  the  prophecy, 
where  a  different  city  is  alluded  to  under  the  fame 
title.  And  this  is  agreeable  to  the  ordinary  conduct 
of  God's  providence  towards  mankind.  He  has  not 
totally  denied  them  light-,  but  the  ray  which  he  has 
gracioully  imparted  to  them,  only  ferves  to  lead  them 
aflray,  if  they  for  a  moment  give  loofe  to  the  wan- 
derings of  their  own  imaginations. 

This  then  is  the  queftion  :— Has  Richard  Brothers 
poiTeOion  of  this  clue,  and  has  he  declared  it  in  his 
book  ?  I  aniwer,  Yes-,  becaufe  I  am  fure  I  found  it 
there.  But  at  the  fame  time,  I  affirm,  he  makes  very 
little  life  of  it,  becaufe  he  comes  at  his  knowledge  a 
fnorter  way. 

He  indeed  pretends  to  an  immediate  and  direct 
infpiration  from  God.  And  I  take  upon  myfelf  to 
prove,   by  the  ordinary  exertion  of  human  fagacity, 
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that  he  is  really  infpired.  And  I  mall  prove  it  in  this 
manner.  He  tells  us  in  a  dry,  concife,  unqualified 
aflertion,  that  luch  a  thing  is  fo  and  fo — as  he  has  it 
from  God  :  but  he  gives  us  no  reafon  whv  it  Ihould 
be  io ;  and  we  fee  at  once  that  he  repeats  his  leffon 
by  hearfay.  I  will  take  his  clue,  and  lead  you  on 
fbep  by  ftep  through  the  different  degrees  of  analyfis, 
till  you  come  at  the  very  conclufion  with  which  he 
fets  out ; — (hewing  you  by  fcientifical  procefs,  and 
almoft  ocular  demonftration,  all  the  predicaments 
which  he  has  tonally  omitted  ; — and  fo  connect  my 
arguments  with  his  affirmations,  that  they  mail  mu- 
tually fupport,  corroborate,  and  confirm  each  other. 
The  analyfis,  on  my  part,  (hall  give  evidence  to  the 
authenticity  of  his  infpiration  •,  and  the  afTertion,  on 
his  part,  ihall  e  comer  Jo  bear  witnefs  to  the  fidelity  of 
my  expofition. 

And  now,  to  give  fome  previous  teftimonial  of  my 
own  pretentions  in  this  mode  of  inveftigation,  con- 
formable indeed  to  the  general  line  of  Mr.  Brothers's 
declarations,  but  not  explicitly  mentioned  in  any  part 
of  them — I  affirm  from  my  own  difcoveries,  that  the 
prophet  Daniel  pofitively  and  particularly  denounces 
annihilation  to  the  Britiih  navy,  in  this  war.  And 
on  proof  of  this  propofition,  in  the  courfe  of  my 
Efiay,  I  am  content  to  reft  my  whole  pretenfions  to 
penetration. 

If  we  confult  the  map  of  Europe,  it  will  be  found 
to  comprehend  little  more  than  the  dominions  of  the 
following  fovereigns — 
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The  Emperor  of  Germany,  and  the  Princes  of  the 
Empire. 

The  Emprefs  of  Ruffia. 

The  Pope. 

The  Kings  of  England,  France,  Spain,  Pruffia,  and 
Sardinia. 

To  every  one  of  thefe  has  Mr.  Brothers  prognofti- 
cated  a  fatal  catadrophe;  and  I  affert  that  of  myfelf, 
without  any  amftance  from  him,  (for,  when  I  called 
upon  him  exprefsly  to  beg  explanation  and  fatis- 
fa&ion,  he  had  no  other  anfwer  for  me,  than  that  I 
mud  examine  the  Scriptures)  I  have  difcovered  the 
fate  of  every  one  of  thefe  to  be  unequivocally  an- 
nounced in  the  prophecies  of  Daniel  and  Efdras. 
If  I  fucceed  in  fully  eihuMifhing  thefe  points  only, 
and  I  mail  do  more,  there  is  an  end  of  altercation : 
we  very  fairly  may^  nay  we  ought,  and  by  the  mod 
rigid  rules  of  found  crkicifm  and  logic  we  mini,  give 
him  credit  for  all  the  reft  of  his  predictions — Esc ped§ 
Her  ail  em. 

Now  for  the  difcuffion.  It  mud  necefTarily  be  dry  •, 
and  what  it  wants  in  entertainment  mud  be  made  up, 
if  poffible,  by  concifenefs  on  my  part,  taking  care  at 
the  fame  time  to  omit  nothing  of  importance. 

Daniel,  in  one  of  his  vifions,  tells  us  that  he  faw 
four  beads*-,    thefe  were  interpreted  to  him  to  be 

*  And  four  great  beafts  came  from  the  fea,  different  from  one 
another. 

The  firft  was  like  a  lion,  and  it  had  eagle's  wings  :  I  beheld  till 
the  wings  were  plucked,  when  it  was  lifted  up  on  the  earth,  and 
made  (land  on  the  earth  as  a  man  :  and  a  man's  heart  was  given  to  it. 
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four  kings.  All  the  commentators  on  this  chapter 
have  fought  thefe  kings  in  four  fucceffive  monarchies, 
and  they  have  all  laboured  in  vain  to  fix  any  one  of 
them  with  accuracy  and  precifion. 

Mr.  Brothers  gives  us  the  clue  to  the  whole 
myftery  in  a  fingle  word — he  fays,  "  they  are  four 
"  kings  now" 

For  very  obvious  reafons,  I  omit  to  fpeak  of  the 
firft  beaft,  which  we  are  told  means  the  King  of 
England  ;  and  fhall  ufe  fo  much  the  lefs  ceremony 
with  the  fecond. 

"  And  behold  another  beafr,  a  fecond  like  to  a 
"  bear :  and  it  raifed  up  itfelf  on  one  fide ;  and  it 
^  had  three  ribs  in  the  mouth  of  it,  between  the 
"  teeth  of  it :  ^nd  they  faid  thus  unto  it :  Arife, 
f*  devour  much  fMh." 

Mr.  Brothers  with  moft  laconic  precifion  fays, 
<e  This  verfe  means  the  prefent  Emprefs  of  Ruffta."— • 
Now  for  the  proof: 

It  will  hardly  be  contended  me,  that  the  bear  is  not 
a  juft,  apt,  and  congenial  fymbol  for  the  Ruffian 
territory  and  empire  •,  for,  as  we  fay  the  Rowan  eagle^ 
the  Britijh  Hon,  or  the  Chinefe  dragon,  fo  we  fay  the 
*c  Ruffian  bear"  In  the  famous  little  treatife  of  John 
Bull's  Law-fuit,  England  is  called  John  Bull,  France 
Lewis  Baboon,  Holland  Nic  Frog,  and  Ruflia  Peter 
Bear.  Nor  is  it  poffible  that  any  other  monarchy  in 
Europe  fhould  be  typified  by  this  animal.  Befides, 
as,  in  a  complete  well-written  prophecy,  every  part 
mud  mutually  bear  upon  and  fupport  all  the  reft,  to 
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make  one  compact  whole,  we  fball  prefently  fee,  by 
the  remainder  of  the  context,   that  this  bear  can  be 
no  other  than  the  prefent  Emprefs  of  Ruflia.     "  It 
"  raifed  up  iff  elf  on  one  fide:"  that  is,  it  extended  its 
dominion,  it  exalted  its  power  all  en  one  fide.     And 
how    could   Ruflia    do    ctherwiie  ?    What  is   there 
worthy  of  her  ambition   to    the   well  ?   and   to    the 
eaft  and  north  all  is  already  her  own  !  All  her  ex- 
ertions mull  neceftarily  be,  as  we  all  know  they  have 
been,  directed  towards  thefouth,  and  aiming  pointedly 
at  Conftantinople.     "  And  it  had  three  ribs  in  the 
"  mouth  of  it,  between  the  teeth  of  it."    This  is  the  true 
crux  criticorum.     If  I  can  furmount  this  obftacle,  all 
other  impediments  will  dwindle  to  nothing,     Firft, 
then,  let  us  confider  the  pofition  of  thefe  ribs  :  they 
are  in  the  mouth,  but  not  within  the  teeth,  for  they 
are  between  them-,  therefore  they  are  exactly. in  the 
place,  and  performing  the  functions  of  files  or  whet- 
ftones,  to  fharpen   the  teeth  :   and  indeed  the  words 
they  utter  figuratively  mark  out  their  office,  faying, 
"  Arife,  devour  much  flelh."     What  then  is  it  that 
we  can  properly  denominate  a  file  or  whetftone  for 
the    teeth  ?    Appetite  :   appetite,    and    nothing  elfe. 
And  where  is   appetite  or  hunger  properly  fituated  ? 
What  is  its  local  habitation  ? — The  flomach  : — and 
the  ftornach.  is  inclofed  within  the  ribs.     Now  we 
rnuft  ail  agree,  that  the  ftornach  could  not  be  vifibly 
rcprefented  in  a  vifion   as  lying  between  the  teeth  •, 
but  that  the  ribs  (the  cafe  of  the  ftornach)  having  a 
form   no:  very  unlike  that  of  the  hone  or  file,  may 
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be  put  inftead  of  the  ftomach,  in  the  office  of  giving 
an  edge  to  the  teeth,  to  mark  the  voracity  of  appetite. 
But  why  then  three  ribs  ? — Here  we  come  to  the 
grand  decifive  mafter-ftrcke  of  the  character  of 
the  prefent  Emprcfs  ;  becaufe  her  appetites  are  three, 
and  they  are  all  iniatiable  to  devour  human  fleih : 
infatiable  lull,  iniatiable  ambition,  and  infatiable 
cruelty.  Now  for  the  precife  time,  I  had  almolt  faid 
the  very  day  and  hour,  to  which  the  Prophet  alludes. 
"  And  they  laid  thus  unto  it:  '  Arife,  devour  much 
"  flefh. ' " — Arife  ?  So  then  the  teeth  were  dormant, 
quiefcenr,  immoveable:  they  required  a  (limulus,  a 
whetting,  a  prey  fuitcd  to  their  tafte,  to  roufe  them, 
and  kt  them  to  work.  I- now  alk  the  whole  country, 
and  more  particularly  his  Majefly's  Minifters,  whether 
we  have  not  been  employed  for  above  thefe  two  years 
in  endeavouring  to  whet,  ftir  up,  and  animate  the 
great  Catherine,  who  is  one  of  the  high  contracting 
parties,  and  a  principal  in  this  molt  deftrucYive  war, 
without  being  able  to  move  her  one  inch:  nor  have 
we  yet  obtained  from  her  a  Angle  fhip,  or  even  a 
Angle  man,  to  aid  in  the  overthrow  of  this  enormous 
Republic  of  France.  But  when  her  own  predomi- 
nating paflions  get  between  her  teeth,  and  fharpen 
her  appetite  •,  then  me  can  arife  faft  enough,  and  de- 
vour the  flefli  of  thirty  or  forty  thoufand  miferable 
Poles  in  a  fortnight,  and  almoft  in  cold  blood,  juft  as 
ihe  had  before  ferved  the  fame  number  of  Turks  at 
limael. 

And  now,  if  I  have  not  triumphantly  proved  this 
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bear  to  be  the  prefent  Emprefs  of  Ruflia,  as  Mr, 
Brothers  fays  (he  is,  then  there  is  neither  meaning  in 
language,  nor  conclufion  in  logic. 

Let  us  next  try  if  we  can  equally  well  tame  and 
familiarife  the  third  beaft: 

"  After  this  I  beheld,  and  lo !" another  like  a  leopard, 
cs  which  had  upon  the  back  of  it  four  wings  of  a  fowl. 
"  The  beaft  had  alfo  four  heads,  and  dominion  was 
"  given  to  it." 

Mr.  Brothers  informs  us,  this  means  Lewis  XVI. 
the  late  Kins;  of  France. 

Now  of  all  the  beads  of  the  earth,  Why  is  the 
king  or  nation  of  France  moft  like  a  leopard  ? 

Naturalifts  have  obferved  the  leopard  to  have  all: 
the  malicious  playfulnefs  of  the  cat  or  monkey  united 
with  all  the  ferocity  of  the  tiger ;  and  Voltaire's  de- 
fcription  of  his  own  countrymen  exactly  tallies  with 
this  idea ;  for  he  fays  they  are  a  compound  of  the 
monkey  and  tiger.  Nor  is  this  all:  for  the  delicate 
variegation  of  the  leopard's  fpots,  and  the  beautiful 
fleeknefs  of  his  fur,  exactly  mark  out  the  Parifian 
petit-maitre,  I  might  have  added,  that,  as  the  leopard's 
fpots  are  fprinkled  in  regular  confufion,  and  of  nearly 
equal  fize,  over  his  whole  body,  fo  were  the  royal 
robes  of  the  kings  of  France  fprinkled  all  over  with 
fleurs-de-lis  of  gold.  But  this  leopard  of  Daniel's 
had  four  heads-,  and  one  of  thefe,  which  St.  John  in 
the  Revelations  (though  omitted  by  Daniel)  fays  he 
faw  cut  off,  and  afterwards  healed,  Mr.  Brothers  tells 
us,  means  the  death  of  Charles  J.  of  England,  and  the 
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federation  of  monarchy  in  the  perfon  of  his  foil 
Charles  II.  This  very  circumftance,  which  feems  at 
•firft  to  throw  an  inexplicable  difficulty  in  the  way  of 
interpreting  the  whole  bead  as  reprefentative  of  the 
King  of  France,  is  the  very  clue  which  mull  lead  us 
to  thejuft  and  infallible  fenie  of  the  asnigma;  and  is 
of  itlelf  quite  fufficient  to  evince  that  the  explication 
comes  from  a  power  more  than  human. 

Every  body  knows  that  our  Charles  I.  was  betrothed 
to  the  Infanta  of  Spain  -9  but  that  on  going  incognito 
to  Madrid  to  fee  her,  and  being  dilguiled  with  her 
perfon,  he  broke  off  the  match,  and  returned  home 
through  Paris,  where  he  fell  in  love  with  Henrietta 
of  France-,  to  his  marriage  with  whom  all  his  fub- 
fequent  misfortunes  and  premature  death  are  to  be 
attributed.  His  two  fons  Charles  and  James,  who 
both  reigned  in  England,  were  avowed  or  concealed 
penfioners  of  the  Court  of  France,  and  the  latter  died 
in  that  country,  a  refugee,  and  wretched  dependant 
on  the  oflentatious  hofpitality  of  Lewis  XIV.  It  is 
impoflible  then  to  deny  for  a  moment,  that  the 
Stuart  family  were  a  fupernumerary  head  on  the 
body  of  the  French  monarchy  -,  -but  dying  before  it. 
Lewis  XVI.  is  the  fecond  head  ;  and  he  perifhed,  like 
the  firft,  by  decollation,  fome  time  fubfequent  to  the 
.lofs  of  his  throne.  The  third  head  is  the  prefent 
King  of  Spain,  a  lineal  defcendant  of  Lewis  XIV. 
of  France,  who  placed  the  Spanifh  crown  on  his 
erandfon's  head:  but  a  deciduous  crown  it  is,  and 
iure  to  fallj   for,  as  the  main  head  and  heart  of  the 
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bead  are  gone  with  Lewis  XVI.,  it  is  certain  that 
none  of  its  members,  much  lefs  any  one  of  its  heads, 
can  long  furvive  the  cataftrophe.  Confanguineal  and 
political  alliances  co-operate  to  point  out  the  King  of 
Sardinia  as  the  fourth  head,  whole  dominions  we  have 
guaranteed  to  him.  He  has  two  daughters  married 
to  the  two  brothers  of  Lewis  XVI.-,  and  Mr. 
Brothers  is  thus  perfectly  warranted  by  Daniel  in 
faying,  that  "  it  is  not  all  the  navy  of  England, 
"  nor  the  armies  of  Europe  united,  can  prevent  the 
"  King  of  Sardinia  from  being  dethroned." 

Now  we  fee  to  demonftration  how  well  the  four 
heads  of  this  leopard  tally  with  the  actual  ftate  of 
Europe. — Had  the  prophet  meant  to  defcribe  four 
fucceffive  fovereigns  of  the  fame  kingdom,  or  .four 
feparate  kingdoms  united  under  the  fame  fovereign, 
the  bead  in  prophetic  language  could  not  pofiibly 
have  had  more  than  one  body,  and  one  head.  But 
as  he  alluded  to  four  diftinct  and  nearly  independent 
monarchs,  bound  together  by  the  clofeft  ties  of 
alliance  and  intercft,  he  beautifully  reprefented  one 
body  as  the  common  centre  of  union  to  four  diftinct 
heads. 

I  had  almoft  forgotten  that  this  French  leopard  had 
four  wings  of  a  fowl.— Well,  thefe  wings  are  nothing 
but  Jails':  they  both  belong  to  the  fame  element. 
Who  does  not  know  that  Jail  and  iviag  are  in  all 
languages  convertible  terms  ?  and  when  Dasdalus  is 
faid  to  have  made  wings  for  himfelf  and  his  fon  Icarus 
to  fly  from  Crete,   does  any  man  doubt  that  they 
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foiled  away  in  fhips  ?  The  wings  are  the  fleets  of 
France,  and  their  number  is  fcur,  becaufe  thofe 
fleets  pervade  all  the  four  quarters  of  the  globe.  But 
why  then  the  wings  of  a  fowl?  Here  I  muft  necefTarily 
let  out  the  difcovery,  to  which  1  have  already  appealed 
as  the  ted  of  my  own  individual  fkill  in  prophetic 
phrafe.  Though  fowls  may  traverle  the  atmofphere 
on  their  wings  from  one  end  of  the  world  to  the 
other,  the  eagle  alone  is  queen  of  the  air ;  and  to  her 
all  the  feathered  creation  muft  necefTarily  flrike  fail. 
Now  Daniel  has  exprefsly  faid  that  the  eagle's  wings 
were  attached  to  the  body  of  the  Britifh  lion  (the  firft 
bead);  and  he  adds,  alas  1  "  I  beheld,  until  the  wing's 
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cc  thereof  were  pi 

The  final  difTolution  of  thefe  three  firft  beafts  is 
thus  fummarily  fet  forth  by  the  Prophet  : 

"  As  concerning  the  reft  of  the  beafts,  they  had 
"  their  dominion  taken  away,  yet  their  lives  were 
ct  prolonged  for  a  feafon  and  time." 

That  is,  in  plain  Englifh,  they  muft  all  lofe  their 
crowns,  as  Lewis  XVI.  did,  who  was  one  of  the  three, 
about  two  years  previous  to  the  lofs  of  their  lives. 
Now  I  do  pofitively  affirm,  that  in  thefe  inftances,  as 
far  as  they  go,  we  muft  either  reject  the  prophecies  of 
Daniel  as  abfurd,  apocryphal,  forged,  and  falfe,  or 
admit  that  Mr.  Brothers,  who  has  fo  completely  un- 
locked their  myfterious  allufions,  has  received  directly 
from  God  himfelf  the  key  for  that  purpofe. 

Our  Author  has  entered  much  more  into  detail 
■refpecting  the  fourth  beaft,  than  any  of  the  former, 
for  which  reafon  I  fhall  take  fo  much  the  lefs  notice 
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of  him.  But  it  is  impoflible  not  to  feel  the  full  forte 
of  his  application  of  the  prophecy  to  the  King  of 
PrufTia,  in  that  little  horn  that  grew  up  after  the 
former,  *<  in  which  were  eyes  as  the  eyes  of  a  man" 
viz.  perpetually  on  the  watch,  and  looking  (harp  out 
after  every  profpeel:  of  additional  territory,  or  imme- 
diate profit,  without  regard  to  the  means  : — whether 
in  France,  or  in  England,  or  in  Poland,  or  any  where 
clfe — neither  an  acre  nor  a  dollar  comes  ami  Is  to  him. 
"  And  I  beheld!"  fays  Daniel,  "  becaufe  of  the  great 
"  words  which  the  horn  fpake."  —  The  Prophet  him- 
■felf  feems  here  to  fympathife  with  the  aftonifhment 
of  all  Europe,  at  the  monflrous  atrocities  and  intole- 
rable blafphemies  of  the  Duke  of  Eruniwiok's  famous 
manifefto,  which  I  am  forry  I  have  not  here  by  me, 
to  infert  as  a  comment  on  the  divine  text.  The 
«ruin  and  death  of  this  deteftable  horn  I  fhall  pre- 
sently mew  from  Efdras :  Daniel  gives  it  us  in  the 
26th  verfe:  "  But  the  judgment  fhall  fit,  and  they 
4t  mall  take  away  his  dominion,  to  confume  and  to 
"  deflroy  it,  unto  the  end  :"— as  well  as  in  the  lump 
with  that  of  the  beaft. 

"  I  beheld  even  till  the  beafc  was  flain,  and  his 
<c  body  deiiroyed,  and  given  to  the  burning  fiame" 

Mr.  Brothers  molt  truly  interprets  this  paffage,  as 
-relating  to  the  death  of  the  Emperor  of  Germany, 
(F- 3.3-).  "Jt  is>"  fays  he,  "certain,  and  all  the 
•■"  armies  in  Europe  cannot  fave  him.  The  judgment 
cc  of  God  is  aifo,  that  he  fhall  fuffer  the  punifhment 
«  of  everlafting   fire."     He  enters    more  minutely 
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into  particulars  in  another  part  of  his  book,  where 
he  tells  lis,  "  the  Imperial  family  will  all  be  cut  off, 
"  and  no  fuccefTor  will  for  ever  after  arife." — And 
again,  "  This  is  Francis  II.  the  prefent  Emperor 
"  of  Germany.  To  be  related  to  him  now,  will  be 
tc  confidered  hereafter  as  a  capital  crime." — To  come 
at  this  moil  tremendous  curfe,  and  alfo  to  find  the 
particular  defignation  of  the  death  of  the  King  of 
Pruffia,  and  the  utter  downfall  of  the  Popedom,  we 
mud  have  recourfe  to  the  2d  Book  of  Efdras.— 
Now  this  2d  Book  of  Efdras  has  hitherto  been 
efteemed  an  apocryphal  compofition  of  the  lowed 
order,  and  fo  it  is  termed  in  our  Church  Bibles ; 
where  it  is  faid  to  have  been  written  about  the  time  of 
Domitian  by  fome  learned  Hebrew,  to  be  extant  only  irt 
the  Latin,  and  to  be  duffed  full  of  Jewifh  fables  and 
Rabbinical  rhapfodies.  But  I  have  always  confidered 
this  lame  book  of  Efdras  as  one  of  the  mod  fublkne, 
she  mod  comprehenfive,  and  the  mod  explicit  of  all 
the  ancient  prophecies.  And  when  we  mall  have, 
heard  his  beautiful  allegory  of  the  whole  Roman 
empire,  frcm  its  firft  republican  form  to  its  actual 
date  at  this  moment,  I  am  fure  we  (ball  agree  thar, 
whether  Efdras  lived  in  the  time  of  Domitian,  in  that 
of  Daniel,  or  in  that  of  Adam,  there  never  was  a 
more  truly  wonderful  and  fuper-human  epitome  of 
a  long  and  eventful  hidory  revealed  from  the  pen  of 
man.     It  is  in  the  xith  chapter. 

"  Then  faw  I  a  dream,  and  behold  there  came  up 
"  from  the  fea  an  eagle,  which  had  twelve  feathered 
44  wings,  and  three  heads.     And  L  faw,  and  behold 
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«  fhe  fpread  her  wings  over  all  the  earth,  and  all  the 
"  winds  of  the  air  blew  on  her,  and  were  gathered  to- 
*f  gether.  And  I  beheld,  and  out  of  her  feathers 
u  there  grew  other  contrary  feathers,  and  they  became 
•*  little  feathers,  and  fmall.  But  her  heads  were  at 
"  reft :  the  head  in  the  midit  was  greater  than  the 
"  other,  yet  relied  it  with  the  refidue.  Moreover,  I 
"  beheld,  and  !o!  the  eagle  flew  with  her  feathers,  and 
"  reigned  upon  earth,  and  over  them  that  dwelt 
H  therein.  And  I  (aw  that  all  things  under  heaven 
■*  werefubject  unto  her,  and  no  man  (pake  againft  her, 
46  no,  not  one  creature  upon  earth.  And  I  beheld, 
"  and  lo!  the  eagle  rofe  upon  her  talons,  and  fpoke  to 
"  her  feathers,  faying,  Watch  not  all  at  once  j  fleep 
*f  every  one  in  his  own  place,  and  watch  by  courfe. 
cc  But  let  the  heads  be  preferved  unto  the-laft.  And 
«;  I  beheld,  and  lo  !  the  voice  went  not  out  of  her 
c;  heads,  but  from  the  midft  of  her  body." 

Here  in  thefe  firft  ten  veries  we  have  an  Iliad,  and 
more  than  an  Iliad,  in  a  nutfhell. — The  eagle  is  the 
type  of  Rome.  In  this  at  leait  I  fnali  noc  be  in 
danger  of  contradiction. 

But  what  is  the  meaning,  in  this  and  feveral  other, 
paffages  of  the  Prophet,  of  the  w&B&Je*?- — It  cannot 
be  taken  literally  5  for  Rome  is  an  inland  city.— It 
muft  therefore  be  obferved  as  a  general  rule,  that  in 
allegorical  writings  every  word  is  a  portion  of  the. 
allegory  ;  and  thus  if  the  eagle  be  allegorical,  the 
fea  from  whence  it  arifes  is  allegorical  alfo.  We 
have  the  direfl  explanation  of  it  in  the  Revelations^ 
where  mention  is  made  of  the  great  Whore  that  fitteth 
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upon  many  waters.— And  in  the  15th  verfe  of  the 
fame  chapter,  the  Angel  fays :  "  The  waters  which  thou 
<{  faweil,  where  the  Whore  fitteth,  are  peoples,  and 
<c  multitudes,  and  nations,  and  tongues"  This  eagle 
therefore  coming  up  from  the  fea,  is  the  city  of  Rome 
gradually  riling  among  the  nations  of  Italy. 

The  Prophet  firft  is  made  to' behold  all  die  fuccef- 
five  viciffitudes  of  her  fate,  wrought  up  into  one  com- 
pact afTemblage.     Her  extent  of  dominion  is  marked 
by  her  fpreading  her  wings  over  the  whole  earth.     Her 
twelve  feathered  wings  are  the  twelve  Caefars,  and  her 
three  heads  are,  the  Pope,  the  Emperor  of  Germany, 
and  the  King  of  PruiTia.     Well  indeed  might  it  be 
faid,    that  the  heads  rejled-,    for   as    yet  they  were 
nothing  but  embryos  in  the  womb  of  futurity.  •"  And 
"  I  beheld,"  fays  the  Prophet,  "  and  lo !  the  voice 
**  went  not  out  of  her  heads,  but  fnm  the  midft  of 
n  her  body.'9— This   is    the   true  fpirif  of  prophetic 
lore,  this  is  the  genuine  fpark  of  Promethean  fire! 
How  was  it  poffible  in  fuch  few  words,  and  yet  with 
fuch  aftonifhing  accuracy,  to  delineate  the  focus  from 
whence  emanate  all  the  rays  of  republican  authority  ? 
Ver.  12.  "  And  I  looked,  and  behold  !  on  the  right 
Xl  fide  there  arofe  one  feather.,  and  reigned  over  all  the 
"  earth  :  and  fo  it  was,  that  when  it  reigned,  the  end 
"  of  it  came,  and  the  place  thereof  appeared  no  more." 
The  feather  that  now  rofe  up  on  the  right  fide  was 
Julius  Csfar ;  and  the  Prophet's  expreffion  is  very 
remarkable — "  And  fo  it  was,  that  when  it  reigned, 
41  tht  end  of  it  came,  and  the  place  thereof  appeared 
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**  no  more."— *-We  fee  clearly  that  this  reign  expired 
fuddenly,  almoft  at  its  very  commencement ;  and  was 
followed  by  a  certain  period  of  interregnum. 

"  So  the  next  following  flood  up,  and  reigned,  and 
"  had  a  great  time-,  and  it  happened,  that  when  ir 
"  reigned,  the  end  of  if  came  alfo,  like  as  the  firft,  fo 
*'  that  it  appeared  no  more.  Then  there  came  a  voice 
"  unto  it,  and  faid  :  Hear  thou,  that  hail  borne  rule 
"  over  the  earth  fo  long :  this  I  fay  unto  thee,  before 
<c  thou  beginneft  to  appear  no  more,  There  {hall 
"  none  after  thee  attain  unto  thy  time,  neither  unto 
"  the  half  thereof." 

The  next  feather  after  this  interval  is  Auguftus. 
To  put  the  matter  out  of  all  doubt,  the  infpired 
writer  takes  particular  care  to  inform  us  of  the  great 
length  of  his  reign  :  a  circumftance  remarkable  enough 
of  itfelf,  but  rendered  much  more  fo,  by  his  being  {o 
minutely  accurate  as  to  ftate  with  precifion,  that  the 
reign  of  no  other  prince  who  mould  ever  after  govern- 
that  country  fhould  attain  even  to  half  the  duration 
of  that  of  Auguftus.  And  therefore  it  is  impolTible 
this  verfe  (houid  be  interpreted  of  any  other  emperor., 
but  him. 

I  fhall  not  here  follow  the  Prophet  through  the  next 
ten  verfes,  from  the  17th  to  the  27th — (They  defcribe 
the  reft  of  the  Caefars,  and  the  fubiequent  commotions 
in  the  ftate) — but  fhall  go  on  to  the  28th  verfe. 

"  And*I  beheld,  and  lo  I  the  two  that  remained 
"  thought  alfo  in  themfelves  to  reign  :  and  when  they 
"  fo  thought,  behold  1  there  awaked  one  of  the  heads 
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te  that  were  at  reft,  namely,  it  that  was  in  the  mid  ft, 
*■*  for  that  was  greater  than  the  two  other  heads,  and 
"  then  I  faw  that  the  two  other  heads  were  joined  with 
"  it.  'And  behold  !  the  head  was  turned  with  them 
w  that  were  with  it,  and  did  eat  up  the  two  feathers 
"  under  the  wing  that  would  have  reigned.  But  this 
u  head  put  the  whole  earth  in  fear,  and  bare  rule  in 
is  it  over  all  thofe  that  dwelt  upon  the  earth,  with 
"  much  oppreiilon  •,  and  it  had  the  governance  of  the 
"  world  more  than  all  the  wings  that  had  been." 

Now  we  come  to  the  Papacy,  to  that  great  head 
in  the  midft,  to  which  were  joined  the  two  other 
heads:  namely,  the  States  which  were  thereafter  to 
form  the  dominions  of  the  Empire  and  the  King 
of  Prufiia.  The  gradual  encroachments  of  that 
ipiritual  predominance  over  all  the  temporal  autho- 
rities of  the  time  are  admirably  defcribed  by  the 
head  eating  up  the  two  feathers  that  would  have 
reigned.  And  this  head  put  the  whole  earth  in  fear. 
How  ?  By  launching  its  moft  blafphemous  thunders 
in  interdictions,  excommunications,  and  every  fpecies 
of  ecclefiaftical  artillery,  with  much,  very  much  op* 
prejjion^  as  fays  the  Prophet.  Now  for  the  clofe  of 
the  prophetical  drama : 

u  And  after  this,  I  beheld,  and  lo !  the  head  that 
"  was  in  the  midft  fuddenly  appeared  no  more,  like 
"  as  the  wings ;  but  there  remained  the  two  heads, 
*f  which  alfo  iri  like  fort  ruled  upon  the  earth,  and 
**  over  thole  that  dwelt  therein. " 

The  Reformation,  and  revolt  of  fo  many  nations 
E  2  from 


(      28      ) 

from  the  Pope's  power,  both  temporal  and  fpirituaV" 
are  defcribed  in  thefe  verfes  ;  and  his  downfall  is  ex- 
prefsly  mentioned  to  precede  that  of  the  other  two. 
heads,  namely,  the  Emperor  and  the  King  of  Pruflia, 
who  continue  to  reign  now,  in  like  fort  as  the  wings 
(or  twelve  feathers)  formerly  did. 

"  And  I  beheld,  and  lo  !  the  head  upon  the  right 
*e  fide  devoured  it  that  was  upon  the  left  fide." 

Words  cannot  more  exprefsly  pronounce  that  the 
King, of  Pruflia  is  deftined  to  fall  principally  by  the 
means  of  the  Emperor  of  Germany.  I  fay  principally , 
becaufe  Mr.  Brothers  mentions  that  the  Emprefs  of 
Ruflia  will  aflift  in  his  deftruction.  But,  from  this 
verfe,  1  have  not  a  particle  of  doubt,  but  that  me  will 
in  this  cafe  act  only  as  an  auxiliary  in  the  Emperor's 
quarrel,  even  though  fhe  may  contribute  more  than 
an  equal  (hare  to  his  victory. 

After  this  comes  the  grand  cataclyfm,  the  mod 
dreadful  and  tremendous  judgment  upon  the  Em- 
peror : 

Verfe  g6. — "  Then  I  heard  a  voice  which  faid 
"unto  me,  Look  before  thee,  and  confider  the 
tc  thing  that  thou  feed.  And  I  beheld,  and  lo !  as 
u  it  were,  a  roaring  lion  chafed  out  of  the  wood  -, 
cc  and  I  faw  that  he  fent  out  a  man's  voice  unto 
«'-  the  eagle,  and  faid,  Hear  thou  ;  I  will  talk  with 
"  thee  -,  and  the  Higheft  mail  fay  unto  thee,.  Art  not 
"  thou  k  that  remained  of  the  four  beads  whom  I 
"  made  to  reign  in  my  world  ?" 

Before  we  go  any  farther,  it  may  be  neceflary  to 

remark, 


(     29     ) 

remark,  that  the  Prophet,  without  any  one  circum- 
fiance  alluding  to  the  connexion  between  him  and 
Daniel,  comes  here  all  at  once  into  the  hiftory  of 
the  four  beads,  and  exprefsly  declares  that  his  eagle 
is  the  very  fame  with  that  fourth  bead  which  Daniel 
faw,  but  did  not  delineate ;  only  we  are  certain  it 
could  not  much  have  refembled  an  eagle,  from  the 
partial  account  he  has  given  of  him.  If,  however, 
Daniel's  fourth  bead  be  the  Emperor  of  Germany, 
this  mud  alfo  be  the  fame  emperor.  And  vice  verfd: 
if  this  be  the  Emperor,  as  the  whole  preceding  nar- 
rative does  not  leave  the  fmalled  podibility  to  doubt, 
Daniel's  bead  mud  be  the  Emperor  alfo.  I  fhall 
omit  the  preliminary  articles  of  accufation  againd  his 
conduct,  and  come  at  once  to  the  judgment  pro- 
nounced upon  him,  and  all  the  members  of  his 
family,  by  God,  in  the  45th  verfe  : 

"  And  therefore  appear  no  more,  thou  eagle,  nor 
*'  thy  horrible  wings,  nor  thy  wicked  feathers,  nor 
"  thy  malicious  heads,  nor  thy  hurtful  claws,  nor  all 
f  thy  vain  body." 

Every  member,  limb,  joint,  and  articulation  of 
the  whole  eagle  is  here  put  in  requifition,  and  fepa- 
rately  enumerated,  to  take  in  every  fcion  and  branch 
of  that  devoted  generation.  Mr.  Brothers  might 
therefore  well  fay,  "  That  to  be  related  to  the  Em- 
"  peror  now,  would  hereafter  be  deemed  a  capital 
"crime  !" 

The  fame  cataftrophe  of  the  Papacy,  the  King 

of 
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ofPruiTia,  and  the  Emperor,  is  alfo  clearly  pointed 
out  in  the  next  chapter  of  Efdras,  which  contains 
an  interpretation,  after  the  prophetic  mode,  of  the 
vifion  which  I  have  juft  gone  through.  I  (ball  only 
here  make  ufe  of  the  26th,  27th,  and  28  th  verfes 
of  that  xiith  chapter,  which  run  thus ; 

"  And  whereas  thou  faweft  that  the  great  head 
*c  appeared  no  more,  it  (ignifieth  that  one  of  them 
<ft  fhall  die  upon  his  bed,  and  yet  with  pain/* 

This  is  incontrovertibly  the  Papacy,  as  I  have 
before  explained  it.  We  have  long  feen  it  wafting 
with  a  grievous  ficknefs,  and  it  is  now  on  its  death* 
bed,  expiring  in  great  agony.  Mr.  Brothers  tells  us 
In  his  book,  that  the  Emperor  will  foon  give  it  the 
coup  de  grace. 

44  For  the  two  that  remain  fbalJ  be  Haiti  with,  the 
«  fword." 

The  Emperor's  authority  and  that  of  the  King 
of  PrufHa  are  now  in  apparent  health :  their  downfall, 
therefore,  being  deftined  to  be  fudden,  will  have  no 
appearance  of  a  natural  decay;  but  may  be  likened 
to  a  violent  death  by  a  fword. 

"  For  the  fword  of  the  one  fhall  devour  the  other  ; 
"  but  at  lad  mail  he  fall  through  the  fword  himfelf." 

When  thefe  two  great  potentates  fhall  quarrel, 
we  cannot  poffibly  doubt  but  that  the  Emperor  will 
prefently  demolim  his  Pruftian  Majefty  ;  and  there- 
fore we  are  at  no  lofs  to  afcertain  their  different 
perfons  in   this  place.     And  now,  having  feen  all 

shefe 
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thefe  heroes  fairly  brought  to  the  grave,  I  Diall  here 
take  my  kave  of  them,  and  proceed  to  a  new  fubject ; 
for  which  purpofe  we  mud  open  the  Revelations. 

Mr.  Brothers  tells  us,  that  the  Babylon  mentioned 
in  the  xviiith  chapter  of  the  Apocalypfe  does  not 
mean  Rome,  but  London — contrary  to  the  exprefa- 
fentiment  of  all  former  expofitors;  and  he  proves  his 
pofition  in  a  very  fatisfactory  manner,  by  (hewing, 
that  the  various  and  multiplied  allufions  to  naviga- 
tion and  commerce  in  the  deicription  of  this  Babylon 
cannot  poffibly  be  drained,  with  any  propriety,  to 
indicate  an  inland  city,  totally  incapable  of  flipping, 
and  remarkably  deftitute  of  trade.  His  remarks  are 
perfectly  juft  and  appofite  ;  all  I  have  therefore  to 
do,  is,  to  corroborate  and  confirm  his  proofs  by  others 
drawn  from  the  nature  of  the  articles  of  merchandize* 
faid  to  have  been  dealt  in  there.     Verfes  u,  12,  13. 

"  And  the  merchants  of  the  earth  (hall  weep  and 
"  mourn  over  her;  for  no  man  buyeth  her  mer- 
"  chandize  any  more  :  the  merchandize  of  gold  and 
"  filver,  and  precious  flones,  and  of  pearls,  and  fine 
u  linen,  and  purple,  and  (ilk,  and  fcarlet,  and  all 
"  thyine  wood,  and  all  manner  of  vefiels  of  ivory, 
".and  all  manner  of  veifels  of  moil  precious  wood, 
<c  and  of  brafs,  and  iron,  and  marble,  and  cinnamon, 
"  and  odours,  and  ointments,  and  frankincenfe,  and 
04  wine,  and  oil,  and  fine  flour,  and  wheat,  and  beafts, 
"  and  (heep,  and  horfes,  and  chariots,  and  flaves,  and 
w  fouls  of  men.'' 

Here  we  have  an  inftance  of  the  prophetic  art  I 

formerly  mentioned,  by  which  the  prominent  features 
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of  the  representation  or  vifion  are  fuch  as  are  put  ori 
purpofe  to  miflead  the  obferver ;  and  the  key  to  the 
myftery  lies  quite  in  the  fhade  and  obfcurity  of  the 
back  ground.     For  all  this   long  and  tedious  enu- 
meration of  wares  and  commodities  is  really  nothing 
at  all  to  the  bufinefs  of  the  prophecy,  whofe  real  ex- 
plication lies  wholly  in  the  laft  five  words,  "JIaves, 
"  and  fouls  of  men"     What  nation  is  notorious  for  its 
extenfive  and  abominable  traffic  in  (laves  ?  Surely  no 
part  of  Italy.     I  would  aik  an  honourable  gentleman, 
whofe  unparalleled  exertions  and  perfeverance  in  the 
caufe  of   his    opprefTed  fellow-creatures   do  him    fo 
much  honour  in  the  fight  of  God  and  man,  whether 
be  cannot  in  an  inflant  put  his  finger  on  the  city 
rendered    particularly  infamous   by  dealing  in    human 
fitfb  I    We   all  know    it    is    the   dffienfo    wholefale 
trader;    it  is    the    City  cf    London.-— But   fouls   of 
men  are  alfo  fold  there! — Sculs  of  men?  And  where 
can  fouls  of  men  be  properly  deemed  an   article  of 
trade  ?   Certainly  not  in  Rome,  where  ignorance  and 
prieftcraft    bind    up   the  fouls  of  all  their   deluded 
fubjects  in  chains  of  everlailing  adamant.     Still  lefs 
in  the  ci-devant  Pari?,  or  Vienna,  or  Madrid,  or  any 
other  city  under  a  defpotic  government,  where  tyranny, 
whole  effence  it  is  to  extinguish  and  utterly  annihilate 
the  human  mind  itfelf,  leaves  not  a  fingle  man  who 
can  truly   and  properly  call  his  foul  his  own.     It  is 
here,  in  England,   it  is  in  this  land  of  liberty,  where 
every  man  has  a  foul  which  he  can  keep  or  fell,  as  he 
pleafes,  that  this  article  can  alone  be  called  a  mer- 
chandize-, 
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chandize ;,   and  Parliament  is  the  grand  emporium 
for  the  commodity, 

Muft  I  fpeak  out?  mud  I  produce  an  inftance  ? 
Well,  then,  I  have  an  inftance :  I  myfelf  am  that 
inftance,  and  the  Speaker  is  a  living  witnefs  to  the 
truth  of  my  aiTertion.  There  has  he  fat  in  his  chair, 
day  after  day,  for  three  years  together,  beholding  me 
crouched  behind  the  Treafury  Bench,  with  my  foul 
in  my  hand,. like  a  country  girl  in  the  market  with 
her  butter  and  eggs  before  her:  anxioully  waiting 
for  the  lucky  moment  when  the  Tellers  would  come 
and  rid  me  of  mv  burthen,  that  I  mio-ht  run  home 
and  hide  myfelf.  And  while  I  did  fell  my  foul,  it 
was  all  in  the  true  fpirit  of  commercial  credit  that 
fo  peculiarly  dijlinguifoes  this  country  :  I  fold  it 
purely  upon  truft  :  I  never  have  received  one  milling ; 
and  now  I  am  taught  by  experience  to  ap- 
prehend that  the  purchafer  will  never  pay  me  one 
farthing  for  it.  But  though  I  fold  my  foul,  I  could 
never  fell  my  tongue.  While  the  one  loitered  an 
abandoned  proftitute  in  the  market,  the  other  re- 
mained fullenly  immoveable  at  home.  The  eman- 
cipation of  the  former  would  have  opened  the  prifon 
doors  of  the  latter — could  I  have  caught  the  Speaker's 
eye.  But  it  is  of  no  confequence  now — Liber avi 
miimam  meam — and  both  my  foul  and  tongue  are 
from  henceforth  at  liberty. 

JLondon,  as  Mr.  Brothers  fays,  is  known  alfo  in  the 
Revelations  by  the  name  of  Sodom :  for  which  he 
quotes  this  paiTage  of  the  xith  chapter : 

if  And  their  dead  bodies"  (viz,  thofe  of  the  two 
F  witneiTes) 
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witnefTes)  "  fhall  lie  in  the  great  city,  which  fpiri- 
"  tually  is  called  Sodom  in  Egypt,  where  alfo  our 
"  Lord  was  crucified." 

An$  in  what  city  can  our  Lord  be  faid  to  have  been 
crucified  except  at  Jerufalem,  which  furely  was  not  in 
Egypt  ? — Why  there,  and  there  vnljy  where  the  blefTed 
facrament  of  redemption  is  proftituted  to  the  purpofes 
of  venality  and  ambition  :  where  the  benefits  of  falvation 
are  bartered  for  filthy  lucre :  where  the  holy  comme- 
moration of  Chrift's  death  is  degraded  to  a  teft  and 
qualification  for  holding  civil  employments  :  and  con- 
fequently,  where  the  two  witnefTes  of  the  Gofpel  are 
trampled  under  foot  by  authority  of  the  State. — In  no 
nation  under  heaven  but  England,  in  no  church  in 
the  world  but  that  by  law  eftablifhed  here,  does  fuch  a 
profanation  exift:  in  that  very  church  too  which 
exprefsSy  fays  in  one  part  of  her  own  ritual,  that  taking 
the  Jacrommt  unworthily  is  crucifying  Chrifi's  body  a- 
fr'efj,  and  eating  and  drinking  our  own  damnation. 
"  Out  of  thi«e  own  mouth  will  I  condemn  thee"— 
thou  wicked  church ! — Here  then  we  have  in  St. 
John  both  Babylon  and  Sodom  to  fignify  one  and  the 
fame  city,  juft  as  we  have  the  two  cities  of  London 
and  Vveftminfter  within  the  fame  boundary ;  but 
which  of  the  two  be  Sodom,  and  which  Babylon,  I 
leave  to  be  decided  by  that  fagacious  affembly 
which  has  no  doubt  moft  oracularly  pronounced 
whether  Richard  Brothers  be  an  impoftor  or  a  mad- 
man. 

And  here  let  me  afk,  whether  I  have  not  in  the 
mod  clear  and  fatisfa&ory  manner,  and  upon  full 

proof, 
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proof,  cftafaliihed  every  one  of  thofe  pofitions  which  I 
at  firft  pledged  myfelf  to  maintain  :  as  well  in  fup- 
port  of  Mr.  Brothers's  well-founded  pretenfions  to 
divine  infpiration,  as  of  my  own  qualifications  and 
abilities  for  executing  the  tafk  I  had  undertaken?  And 
I  hope  thofe  pei  ions  of  the  better  conditions  of  life, 
whom  I  know  to  have  faid  that  this  book  was  calcu- 
lated to  make  an  impreffion  on  none  but  the  mod; 
illiterate  vulgar,  will  be  now  inclined  to  admit  that  it 
may  have  weight  even  with  a  man  not  much  lefs  in- 
structed or  experienced  than  themfelves,  nor  very 
greatly  their  inferior  in  understanding,  literature,  or 
fituation.  Mod  of  all,  I  hope  that  every  one  will  at 
lead  think  it  worth  while  to  examine  the  Scriptures 
calmly  and  attentively,  to  compare  them  with  Mr. 
Brothers's  aiTertions,  and  then  judge  for  himfelf;  for 
I  can  affure  my  readers,  that  I  could  never  obtain  the 
fmalleft  explanation  of  any  part  of  his  book  from 
Mr.  Brothers,  whom  I  called  upon  exprefsiy  for  that 
purpofe.  He  drily  referred  me  to  my  Bible,  obferv- 
ing  that  he  could  neither  fubtract  from,  nor  add  a 
fmgle  word  to,  what  God  had  exprefsiy  dictated  to 
■him.  The  field  is  dill  open  for  frefh  labourers  ;  I 
have  occupied  but  a  fmall  part  of  it :  as  well  becaufe 
it  is  fit  this  work  ihould  be  comprifed  within  mode- 
rate limits,  as  becaufe  I  am  fatisfied  that  I  have  heaped 
proof  upon  proof  beyond  all  reafonable  necefiity  for 
full  conviction.  &nd  here  I  fhall  clofe  the  fubject  as 
far  as  relates  to  politics,  and  employ  a  few  words  with 
regard  to  Mr.  Brothers  himfelf. 
He  fays  he  is  come  to  recall  the  Jews  to  their  native 
F  2  country  •, 
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country  •,  and  for  the  proof  of  his  divine  million  he 
refers  us  to  the  miraculous  difcoveries  contained  in 
his  books,  from  a  perfuafion  that,  if  we  admit  the 
prophecy,  we  cannot  rejecl:  the  prophet.  Now  that  all 
Scripture  as  well  as  all  Tradition  bears  teftimony  to 
the  certainty  of  the  recall  of  the  Jews  in  the  latter 
ages  of  the  world,  no  man  who  has  but  a  fmattering 
of  acquaintance  with  either  can  for  a  moment  pre- 
tend to  deny.  The  main  defign  of  Mr.  Brothers,  as 
far  as  he  is  perfonally  concerned,  is  to  fhew  us  that 
the  life  and  conduct  of  the  firft  Mofes  was  a  fort  of 
type  or  pre-determined  pattern  for  that  of  the  fecond; 
and  for  this  purpofe  he  quotes  a  text  of  Scripture, 
which  can  neither  be  eluded  nor  explained  away, 
that  the  man  deftined  to  lead  the  Jews  a  fecond 
time  to  Palefline  mould  be  like-  to  Mofes  him/elf.  The 
parallel  between  the  two  perfonages  Mr.  Brothers 
ftates  to  have  tallied  hitherto,  and  he  afferts  that  it 
will  continue  to  do  fo  •,  for,  as  Moles  afcerided  from 
the  ark  of  bull-rufhes,  fo  did  Mr.  Brothers  rife  from 
a  [Lip,  having  been  bred  to  the  navy.  That  this  coin- 
cidence of  characters  might  be  evident  at  fir  ft  fight, 
Mr.  Brothers  afferts,  that,  by  the  command  of  God 
himfelf,  he  cut  a  wand  in  1792,  which  is  to  perform 
precifely  the  fame  miracle  with  the  former  wand  of 
Mofes.  Nor  need  we  now  be  aftonifhed  or  fcanda- 
lized,  when  we  hear  Mr.  Brothers  affirm  that  God 
fpeaks  to  him  in  plain  direct  words,  as  One  man  would 
ipeak  to  another,  fince  we  know  that  in  this  refpect 
Mofes  was  favoured  with  a  communication  exactly 
fimilar.    Mofes,  born  in  Egypt,  led  the  Israelites  from 

Egypt 
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Egypt  through  the  Red  Sea  into  Paleftine.  The  birth- 
place therefore  of  the  fecond  Mofes,  and  the  country 
from  whence  he  is  to  fummon  the  modern  Hebrews, 
muft,  fpiritually  at  leaft,  have  at  one  time  or  other 
been  alio  denominated  Egypt,  to  make  the  parallel 
betv/een  the  two  events  move  on  all  fours:  and  I  have 
already  proved,  from  St.  John  in  the  Revelations,  that 
the  great  city  (viz.  London)  was  fpiritually  called 
Sodom  in  Egypt. 

In  the  fpirit  of  this  parallel  Mr.  Brothers  remarks 
in  the  75th  page  of  his  fecond  book — ci  Pharaoh  is 
"  appointed  to  die,  and  his  government  to  he  deftroyed  -, 
ie  the  priefts  and  all  the  abo -vincible  idolatries  of  Egypt 
€i  Jhall  peri/Jo,  never  to  be  found  any  mere,91 

]  (hall  now  fiightly  mention  a  few  expreflions  to  be 
found  in  Mr.  Brothers's  books,  which  have  operated 
as  (tumbling-blocks  to  weak  minds.  And  firft,  for 
the  phraie  which  has  caufed  10  much  offence,  where 
he  calls  himfelf  God  Almighty's  'Nephew. — I  fmcefely 
hope  there  is  no  man  in  this  country  who  will  openly 
deny  that  Jefus  Chrift  is  God  Almighty.  If  there  be, 
I  fpeak  not  to  him -,  1  am  fure  no  member  of  the 
Eftablifhed  Trinitarian  Church  can  fafely  fay  other- 
wife.  Now  if  Jefus  Chrift  had  brothers  and  filters, 
as  is  exprefsly  proved  from  the  Gofpel,  the  fon  of 
any  one  of  thofe  muft  neceffariiy  have  been  his  ne- 
phew. Extend  the  line  of  filiation  as  far  as  we 
pleafe,  through  50,  ico,  or  iooo  defcents,  the  Lft  is 
{till  a  nephew,  lineally  defcended  from  the  firft,  in  the 
fame  manner  as  every  Jew  to  this  day  is  a  fon  of 
6  Abraham, 
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Abraham,  and  as  we  are  all  of  us  beyond  all  doubt 
the  fons  of  Adam. 

Next,  Mr.  Brothers  fays,  he  was  in  a  vifion  taken 
up  to  heaven,  where  he  faw  the  Holy  Ghoft  under 
the  figure  of  a  filver- coloured  dove.  As  a  fpirit 
truly  the  Holy  Ghoft  may  have  no  fhape ;  but  that 
he  actually  appeared  as  a  dove  when  Jefus  Chrift  was 
baptized  by- John  in  Jordan,  I  prefume  no  believer  in 
the  Gofpel  will  think  fit  to  conteft  with  me.  Again, 
Mr.  Brothers  faw  Satan  entering  London  in  a 
human  Jhape.  Why  what  fhape  fhould  he  be  in  ?' 
Perhaps,  indeed,  if  he  had  reprefented  him  with  faucer 
eyes,  cloven  hoofs,  and  a  tail  a  fathom  and  a  half 
long,  all  the  old  women  of  both  fexes  in  this  great 
city  would  have  been  mightily  tempted  to  believe 
him.  But  after  all,  what  other  fhape  can  we  more 
confidently  fuppofe  him  to  have  worn  in  his  triumphal 
entry  into  a  city  inhabited  by  men  ?  I  am  only  forry, 
that,  defcribed  as  he  is  in  robes  of  white  and  fcarlet, 
he  muft  have  been  hardly  diftinguifhable  at  firft  fight 
from  any  of  the  Peers  of  Great  Britain,  whom  1  have 
feen  in  the  fame  drefs  come  into  and  go  out  of  Weft- 
rninfter  Hall  at  the  diabolical  Impeachment. 

Objections,  but  thoie  perfectly  groundlefs,  and 
founded  in  grofs  ignorance  of  the  general  courfe  of 
God's  judgments,  have  been  fqirted  againft  Mr.  Bro- 
ther's affertion  in  his  firft  book,  "  that  God  would 
<c  have  defcrcyed  the  city  of  London  in  1791 — but 
"  for  his  interceffions." 

To  {hew  that  this  doctrine  is  not  unprecedented, 
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we  might  inftance  Abraham's  repeated  felicitations 
for  the  prefervation  of  Sodom,  and  God's  anfwers, 
in  the  xviiith  chapter  of  Genefis ;  as  well  as  feveral 
other  fimiiar  circumftances  in  fcripture.  But  there 
is  a  paflage  in  Ezekiel  which  comes,  if  pofiible,  ftiil 
more  exactly  to  the  point ;  it  is  in  the  xxiid  chapter, 
the  title  of  which  runs  thus — "  V.  i.  A  catalogue  of 
"  fins  in  Jerufalem. — 17.  God  will  burn  them  as 
"  drofs  in  his  furnace.-— 23.  The  general  corruption 

"  of  prophets,    priefls,    princes,    and  people." 

Now  let  us  attend   to  the  30th  and  31ft  verfes.     It 
is  God  that  fpeaks  : 

"  And  Nought  for^a  man  among'them,  that  mould 
"  make  up  the  hedge,  and  fland  in  the  gap  before 
"  me  for  the  land,  that  I  mould  not  deftroy  it  -9  but 
"  I  found  none.  Therefore  have  I  poured  out  mine 
4i  indignation  upon  them,  &c." 

Words  cannot  be  found  more  inconteftably  ap- 
plicable to  Mr.  Brothers's  defcription  of  himfelf 
**  ft ■ending  in  the  gap  before  the  Lord  for  the  city,  that 
iS  he  fhould  net  dejlroy  it."  To  controvert  this  prin- 
ciple, is  not  to  want  conviction,' but  to  repel  it. 

Now  to  conclude:  If  any  man,  calmly  attending  to 
what  I  have  adduced,  can  frill  confider  Mr.  Brothers 
as  an  impoftor  or  a  madman,  I  wiih  him  little  joy 
of  his  feelings  or  his  profpects.  But  whatever  judg- 
ment be  pronounced  on  him,  let  it  at  leaft  be  after  a 
'fair  trial  and  fufticient  hearing.  Let  us  firft  reflect, 
whether  it  be  poliible  that  a  madman  fhould  fo  ably 
and  confidently  prefs  into  his  fervice  the  whole  body 
of  prophecy  both  in  the  Old  and  New  Teftament, 

all 
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all  tending  to  one  and  the  fame  did: net  end  ;  or  whe- 
ther an  impoftor  fhould  fo  honedly  and  difintereftedly 
entreat  us  only  to  take  ferious  care  of  ourfelves,  and 
our  own  mod  important  concerns,  leaving  himfelf  and 
all  pofilble  perianal  advantage  totally  out  of  the  ques- 
tion.    And  what  then  is  the  point  he  fo  arduou fly- 
labours  ?  Nothing  more  than  that  we  would,  before 
it  be  utterly  too  late,  relinquilh  i\i\$juft  and  necejfary 
war  \  jud,  only  becaufe  it  judifies  God's  vengeance— 
and  necefTary,  only  becaufe  necelfary  for  our  punim- 
ment.   And  I  doubt  not  but  it  is  his  opinion,  as  it  is 
molt  afTuredly  mine,  and  my  advice  alio,  that  the  Faft 
"which  is  appointed  for  the  25th  of  February,  to  im- 
.  plore  fuccefs  on  our  arms,  mould  be  converted,  by 
Addrefs  to  his  Majefty  from  both  Houfes  of  Par- 
liament to  that  effect,  to  the  purpofe  of  a  folemn  and 
fincere  humiliation  for  our  crimes,  and  a  mod  earned 
Supplication  to  God  for  the  redoration  of  peace  ;  and 
that  we  may  take  warning  by  the  fate  of  our  abandoned 
and  fubjugated  ally,  not  to  podpone  our  offers  for 
a   negotiation  to   the  very  lad   moment,  when  the 
fwofd  fhall  already  be  at  our  throats,  and  all  hopes 
of  obtaining  moderate  terms  mud  be  totally  relin- 
quished.    Let  us,  while  it  is  yet  poffible,  adopt  that 
mod  divine  fentence  of  the  Gofpel,  "  en  earth  peace, 
<c  good  will  towards  men" .
